are a People whom Cod hath converted to him- 

ſelt; a Prople in whom God hath raiſed up the 
Sced of his own L'te, and cauſed it to rcign over 
the eartly part in our 'elyes; a People whom God 
kh divorced from the {pirtt of whordom, and joyned to kis 
own Spirit. We, many of vs, ſought truly and onely after God 

from our childhood ( our conſciences bearing us witneſs in the 

fight of God ) but the honeſty of our hearts was {till betrayed, 

and we led alide, by the Whortth ſpirit, and knew not hovw to 

tun to that of God in vs, which inclined us roward God. Ly 

thitmeans we came to great diſtre(s and miſery beyond all men, 
not but that all men were 1n as great a want of God (his Life, 
Power and Preſence) as we z but the ſence therof was not ſo 

quickened in others, as in us. Now it pleafed the Lord at length 
wpitty us, and to inform our minds towards himſelf, to ſhew 
ws where Life lay, and where Death lay, and how to turn from 
the one, and to the other ; and he gave us his helping hard ta 
turn vs. And by being turned to hk w, we have talted of the 
Truth, of the true Wi:dom, of the true Power, of the t:ue Life, 
of the true Righteouſnels, of the true Rederaption: and by 
receiving of this from God, and taſting and handling of it; we 
come to know that that which the world hath ſer up in the 
Read of it, is 1:0t the thing it (elfe. Now mark, we arc no: PCi- 
ſons that have {}1ot up out of the old root mto another apyear- 
ance, as one (ect hath con. our of another till many are come up 
6neattr anocher, the eround ſtill remaining the ſame out of 
which they all orew : but that ground hath been ſhaken & ſhax- 
ing. ceſtroy.d & delttoying, removed and removing in vs. and 
the old root of Feſſe hath been made manifeRt in vs, and we have 
been tranſplanted by the everlaſting power of lite, and a real 
change broupht foith in us out of thar ſpirir, wherin me 
For lives and worth ips, into another ſpirit, into which 10 
b | thing | 
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thing vhich 1s of the Worid can enter. And hear we have met 
with the call of God, the Converiionto QLod, rhe Regeneration 
in God, the Juſtitication, the Santtification, the Wildom, the 
Redemption,the truc Lite and Power of God, which the World 
cannot lo much as bear the name of. And what we are made of 
God in Chriſt, we know to be truth and r.9 lye: and when we 
re:tific of this to the \World, in the meaſuc of the lite of God 
in us, we ſpeas truth and no lye ; though the World which 
knoweth not the T:uth, cannot hear our voice. 

Now our work in the World is, to hold forth the virtues of 
him that hath called us to live like God;znot to own any thing 1n 
the World which God doth not own : to forget our Country, 
our Kindred, our Fathers hou'e; and to Jie hike perſons of 
another Country, of another kindred, of anoth:r family : nor 
to doany thing of our ſelves, and which is plealing to the old 
nature, &: all our words, all our conver.ation, yea every 
thought in us to become new. Whatever comes from us, is 
to come f.om the new Principle of Lite in. us, and to an.wer 
that in others, but we muſt not pleaſe the old natwe at all in 
our ſelvcs, nor in any elſe. And walking faitifully thus with 
God, wc have areward at preſent, and a crownin the end, 
which doth and will countervailc all the reproches and hard- 
ſhips, we do or can meet with in the World. 

We arc alſo to be witneſſes for God, and to propagate his 
Litc in the World; to bc inſtruments in his hand, to bring 
othe.s out of Death and Captivity unto rrue Lifc and Liberty : 
weare to hight againſt the powers of darxne's every where, 
as the Lord calleth us forth. And this we arc to do in his wil- 
dom, according to his will, in his power, and in his love, ſweet- 
nels, and meaknels. We are nt to take wayes according to 
our own wildom (but there mult be a ſtrict watch, ſer in the 
Life, leaſt that get up again: ) no: muſt we ſpeak ſuch words, as 
mans wildom would call wiſe : nor may we g9 in our own 
will ro ſeek any, but the Lord muſt go before: nor may we make 
uſe of our own ſtrength, but fe-l h's arin in our weaknels : nor 
may we go forth in that love, (weernes, or meakne's whick 
is pleaſing ro the flcſhly mind : but we muſt be true ro God 
handling the iwo:d sKilfully and taithtully, judging and —P 
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%wn the tranſgreſior in the power and authority of God : 
and when the meek, the lowly, the humble thing is reached 
7 ard raiſed, then the true Jove, the ſweetne's, the readernels, 
& themeekneſs muſt go forth to that. The Lord Cod is rough 
with the tranigrelfor, and all along the Scripture heweth and 
{ judgeth him: and if we come forth 1n the ſame ſpirit, we ſhall 
find the ſame leadings, where we mect with the ſame thing :: 
for the Lord God will never be tender there; nor can that 
{ which comes from him, lives in him, is lead by him, be tender 
| there whe e he is not. 
| Now the very root of this ſeverity is good, and of God ,and 
hath love and {weetneſs at the bottom of it : yea in pitty, love, 
ad bowels do we ufe the ſword. I is in pitty to the poor cap- 
tied creature, that that might be cut down, which keeps it in 
bonds and captivity. And though we ſcem enemies to all ſorts 
/! ofmcn, for the Loris ſax. : yet we are not enemies, uor could 
; Gthe leaſt hurr to them any way, bur are true freinds to their 
ſoales and bodies alſo : and our only controverlie is with that 
which captives and maks them miſerable: for we fight not at 
! awith fleſh and bloud, but with the principallity and power 4, LR 
| which led from God, and rulcs in it againſt God, ro the poor BET Toby nb 
ceatures ruine and diſtruction. Yea if we had all the powets (UF 
| dthecarth in our hands, we could not ſet up our own way, (tt, 
 tferthe niancr, of m.n I may /o call a2) or ſo much as dilturb 
J hers in their way thereby, but ſhould wait in patience, till 
bod gave us an entrance by his power. 

Now let not men run on in heats againſt us, but let them 
ſerioully conlider; whether we be of God or no : and let them 
tolider, not with the reaſon and underſtanding which is alte- 
lated from Gol, but with the witnels which lic; hid 1n the 
heart, Thete is one great palpable argument that we are of 
bod, which.is this, all the World is againſt us, the Worldly 
| putt every where tights with us, the Worldly part in every fort 

ind Sect of men opp»/cth vs, the rage of man every where riſerh 
upagainit us; Nut thoſe that arc 10 hot apainſt us, it at any 

_ me they become bur meek and calm, patiently conlidering our 
J cauſe, and conſulting there upon with the teſtimony that they, 
tn theix own hearts concerning us, they ſoon beco.ne pa- 
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rificd, and ſee that we are no mans enemies, againſt no rig. 
teous Law, not againſt Relatiois, rot againſt Governments, 
not againſt any thing n the world that is good, but on] 
againſt that hich 1s evil and corrupt. And ofa truth, the 
corruption of things God hath ſhewed unto us, and daily cals us 
forth after an immediate manner to witneſs againſt, 

Therfore let men be ſober, and take heed what thcy do, 
Jeaſt they be found fighters apairft God : for the reproach:s 
the ſcofts, with other perſecutions, which ſerm to be caſt at 
us, light on him. It 15 not as we are men, but as we are ob.dicnt 
to him, as we ſtand witnciles tor him, that we meet witli thee 
things. Now, as it 1s not we our ſelvcs that do theſe things, but 
the |ifc and power of Gcd :nus; ſoit is not we that ate ſtruck 
at,but the Life and Power : if it were not for that, we might be 
as acceptable as other men. It is becauſe we are not of the 
World, but God hath called us out of the World, that we are 
ſo hated of the world. This is the true cauſe, though the world 
will no more now acknowledge it, then it would in former ages, 
Yer I do not ſpeak this for my own lake, to avoid my ſhare in 
the Crols : for the reproach of Chriſt is our riches, yea far great- 
er treaſure then is to be found in thc palace of Fgypr : Yea 
the Preſence of God, the ſwect power of Lite makes up all our 
loſſes, {o that we have no cauſe to complain. Ir is very fixeet, 
leaſant, and profitable for us to be found Sufferers tor God 
bs we know it will not be profitable for you to be found 
Perſccutors : and this is told you in true love and good will, by 
one who wilhes no evil to you, for all the evil that ye have 
exerciſed towards the dear and pretious People of God for 
theſe many years. O that God would open your cycs, that ye 
mighr ſee whom ye have oppoſed, and agairitt whom ye have 
hard.ned and itrengthened your ſelves, thar ye might bow to 
him, and receive life from him, and not pcr.jh in your gainſay- 
ing and oppolition.

The Promiſe of Redemption is from that State in whicti 
Adam and Eve, their Sons and Daughters are inthe Fall driven 
from God, into a State in which they were before they were 
driven from God, to the Church in God.

The Croſs of Chriſt 1s the Power of God, which 1s coi trary 
tothe World ; which Croſs of Chriſt, the Power of God, was a- 
mong the Apoſtles, w hich Crucificd them from all outward F1- 
gures, Typcs, Shadows and Inventions of Men.

The Croſs of Chriſt, which 1s the 
Power of God, Crucihes that ſtate in which Adam and Eve, ar.d 
all their Poſte: ity were in, in the degeneration, in which C7ofs 
is the Power of God; by which Crefs they come to a ſtate in 
which they were in befqre their Fall. And in this Power of God, 
the Croſs 15 the Fellowſhip, which is a Myſtery, which brings 
to the Beginning, in Which is Endleſs Life , and this Myſtery 
is 11 it, 
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P. Of the True COMMUNION, 


The True Communion 1s in the Goſpel, which is among vs, 
as it was among the Apoſtles, inthe Sprriz and Liohe, by which 


we have Fellow ſbip with the Father and with the Son, 
Pi Of te GOSTEL. 


The Goſpel is the Pow.r of Goa to Salvation, for hethat be- 
lieveth recetucth Power, recerverh the Goiþl, by which Life and 
[mmort.:lity is brought to Light ; and the Towcr of God ex- 
pels that "which keeps Life and [mmortali. y from people, 
and captivates their ſoules ſpirits and niindes, a; d keeps them in 
Bondage ; which Power of God expells it all and ſets them 
Free, and gives them dominion ove: that, which bi rdens them 
and gives them to feel and to ſee before that was which hides 
Life and 11111071 ality from them. And by this Power of Ged, Life 
and [11m071.2/:ty Comes to Reign, in which is the S,uts Fellows 
ſhip, and Chirch-Fellowſhip, in which they c: me to be Heires 
of the Power of God, Heirs of the Gofpe/, Heirs of the Fellow- 
(hip, Mcmb:s of the Chirrch, and Mcmbrs of one another in 
the Power of Cod, the Geſpcl wich was before the Power of 
Darknets was. 

And now the Geſpe! mult be preached again to all Narions, 
Kindreds, Tonzucs and People, who dwell upon the Earih , 
that by tis Goſpel, Lye and Immorra'lity may be brought to 
Light . mong them, and expel away that which hides it fiom 
them, by which Power, the Goſpel, which is Saſy4rion, which 
frees the Soules, Spirits, and Conlciences from that which bur- 
dens them , and to them this is Gl.d Tydmgs.

We are made to drink into one Spirit, 
and this Spirit is within, plunging under all the corruptions 
which are within ; And the _ of Chriſt, which is the Pow- 
er of G-d,is w thin,crucilying the mind which did walk in thoſe 
things which hides from God, and which keeps in the World, 
in the luſt of the Eyes, the pride of Life, and the Jult of the 
Heſh which are not of the Father. Now they that mind Earth- 
y things, they go from the Power of God within, and are 
nemics to luis Crofs, which is the Poiver of God ( as Paul 
faith ) and ſo, many Heads, many Bodies, many Bapriſms, are 
among them, who are out of the Power of God, the Croſs of 
Chriſt, and out of the One Baptiſme with the Spirit, into one 
Body, into one Head, Chriſt Feſus, the firſi and the laſt, the be- 
ging and the end, and the Head of his Church, which 1s his 
Body, and he is the Saviour of it ; of which Church we are.

IX. Of PERSECUTION. 


Now concerning the divers Faiths, and divers 1Vorſhips, Which 
are inthe World, and the Pe-ſecit:on about them, ſuch Bel:ic- 
vers and Mo ſhipers are out of the one Faith Which giverh vict »- 
ry, and have loit the ſpiritual weapons and are run mto the car- 
nal, and fo are our of the true Worſp which is in Spirit and 
Truth;

Truth ; out of which ( as I ſaid before ) the Devil is] And here 
are 2ll the carnall weaponed men, hghting to: their Worſhip, and 
fox T ritles. 

When as the Sp'ritual weaponed men, who have the Word 
of God, and the Sword of the Spirit, they ftrive not with fleſh 
and blood, deſtroy not Creatures by calling to the Powers of 
the Earth to help them. When as carnal minded men, who are 
out of the Church, which was in the begining, and its weapon 
and Spirit : who deform, kill and flay Creatures about their 
invented Worſhps, F aiths, Baptiſms, Churches, C roſes, and ſuch 
like ; which were not the }ruits, neither the Works of the 
Apoſtles, nor of the ſpi-1tual weaponed men. So all ye that per- 
ſecute and kill about Relipion, Church and Worihip, are not 
Worfhipers of God 1n Spirit and Truth : They are not in the 
fcllow!hip of the Goſpel, the Power of God, which was before 
the Power of $athan was, and they are not in the true farrh 
which giveth victory over that which ſeperates from God, nei- 
ther are they in the Croſs of Chrilt, the Power of God, which 
Was bifore Sa:han was, which crucities the fleth, and the world, 
and their carnal weapons. So all ye who Perſecute and kill about 
Religion, you are out of the New and Living way, Chritt Je- 
frs, which ſaith, Love Enemies ; and commands to give the 
check:, back and hairs to the Smiters : ye are in Car:s way who 
Perſecute ard Kill y: ur Brother Chi iltians, as Ca» did, and ſo 
:1this you do not well, neither doth God reſpect your Sacrifice 
fr if you and C2 had done well, neither you nor Cain had 
killd your Brothers about 1V0: ſp, Church, Sacrifice and Reli- 
on, and then God world have had reſpect urito you, but you do- 
192 nut well, 2 lyeth at your aoor, as It did at Ca'ns, andits 
£Otten as gr Houſe ; ſo that niw, neither þ;s nor your Sa- 
erifice God accepts Or regard; nenther itand you in an acceptable 
flare, where now you are, bur 3na way, n which cogerhe- with 
Cainyou walk, which 1s not the New, nor thc Living Way. 
For ed. neglected to hear the Voice of God, and Carr: neg- 
IeRed to hear the Yorce of God, and the /ews they neg]icted to 
hcar the Voce of God, and you neglect to hear his Force, and 
the Devil who went trom the Truth, lyeth atthe docr of fuch 
who negle&t th? Yojce ot God, and fo lin entreth into the Howie 
and de&les th:m, and to their hearts arc harqred, for m—_ 
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cauſe they turned againlt their Brethren, Fo they neither do 
well, neither doth God accept their Sacrifice, for they go from 
the path and the way where God reſpects and accepts People, 
and ſo becomes F:g:tives and V.cgabonds in the Earth, and hath 
not an habitarion in God, and in this Fr:g:17ve State, thoſe Ba- 
ptiſed Nations are worſe than the Nations zot Baptized ; and 
many of them are much more Children of the Devil than before, 
like the 7ews Proſclites, billing and pertecuting, doing the De- 


vils work, , who is out of the T7th, For both Chrift; his Mi- 


nitters aud Apoſtles came to ſave mens Lives z but the Devils 
policy was to cloath his Miniſters, Apoſtles and Meſlengers 
with the Sheeps cloathing, and keeps People always under them, 
that they may alwayes pay them, but dettroys and perſecures 
ſuch as retuſe. And this 1s not according to Chrilt the IVay, 
who deitroyes the Devil and his works, who led Man from 
God, and maketh Man unclean ; and Chritt, who deflroyes the 
Devil, maketh Man clean again, and brings Manto God, who 
is the 7uſtiſier, Santtificr, Redeemer, and the Captain of their 
Salvation ; and Perſecution is alwayes biind. So cvery Relz- 
gion, Church, Worſhip, Miniſtry, eAlaintenance, which is ſet up 
by Caral Weapons, Clubs and Swords is from Cn and Fudas, 
and from the 7-ws, and from Arti-chriit, and 1s Anti-chriſti- 
aniſm, and not trom Chriſt, neither in the Wy which 1s the Wy 
to Life. For he is the Life which ſaveth Mens Lives, but he 
is of the Prince of Death that deſtroyeth Aſens Lives, and of the 
Prince of Daykaejs, out of the Light, and out of Christ the Way, 
wv ho was before he was, and his workes, and who lives and re- 
maines when he is gone ( to wit, the Dewi! ) andall his Inftru- 
ments and Works : Let the Glory be to God alone for ever. 

And all the v.:iz 7a-gles and Contentions, and 'Diputes con- 
cerning the Scriptirres of Truth, with the dzvers — and 
Interpretations thereof, from whence they ariſe, becauſe they 
are not in the Power and Spirit in which they were that gave 
them torth; So they are not in Fellowſhip with God, from 
whence they came, neither with the Spirers of P:a3f e Men, who 
gave them torth, neither are in Vuity one wit! another, for they 
are out of the Spirit, in Which Spryie We are, by which Spirit we 
know God, we know the Spirits of 71 Men, we kvow the Scrip- 
rres, With which we have Unit y 026 with another aud the Spirie 
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of the Prophets rs ſub,ec* tothe Prophets ; and this is witneſſed 
amonglt us which God ſaid, viz. That he wo; [4 por out of his 
Spirit upon all fleſh, a1 Seis and Druighters ſhould Propheſie, 
And now both Sozs and Darghrers do Propleſic in our Age, ag 
formerly among the Apoltie>, cola 
And now there are IVomen-hclpers and Labourers in the Go- 
ſp&l, and ſuch who tor its fake can lay down their Lives. : 


X. Of the SCRIPTURES, 


Now concerning the Scriptitres We ſay, That they Were noc 
viven for this end that Men thould make a 7rade of them for a 
AMainterarce, neither ty keep People always learring, and al- 
wayes teaching of them to get their Moncy, this proceeds from 
the Earthly Wif dom, Knowledge and Underflanding, which ſhall 
periſh, and be confounded, and broucht to zothing ;, and not in 
that Wiſdom which cometh down from avove, which ts pure and 

aceable ; but in that 1Viſdom which is from beneath, which i 
Earthly, ſenſual and Dewiliſh, which will deſtroy them who are 
not of their Opinions and jrdgments ; luch are not inthe Spire- 
raal underſtanding, which giveth Dominion over fi7,and which 
giveth a diſcerning by which they can dr{cern one thing from 
another, and are out of that Kyowledge by which God 1s known, 
which is Life Eternal. 

So they who make a Trade of the Scriptures, and ſerve them- 
felves by them, they are ſuch as are out of the Life, neither 
can they bring People to it,and fo they keep people learning all 
their Life time ; and this is the State of the e Merchants of 
Babylon, who are building up and plucking down. 

Now this is the end and right ule of Scripture, wiz. for all 
ro read thern, and believe them, and to wait in the Liehe, to 
feel the Power and Spirit which was in them, who gave them 
forth, by which they may know them, and have the X:veiarior 
of rhem in themſelves, and ſo fel Chriſt who is the YVojce and 
the Coraer-ſtone, by which they are fultilled, and fo to receive 
him, and live in him, who ſulfills them, who is the end of the 
Prophets, and of all Types, Freures and Shadows. 

So ( Iiav ) the Scriptures of Truth were given forth to be 
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belicved, read, fulfilled, performed, and that People might en- 
joy that of which they ſpoke, to wit, Chriſt Zeſzz: the Sub- 
ance. 

The Scripturcs of Truth are the Words of God, which comes 
from God & Father of Truth, and cannot be broken, but nut 
be fulfilled, and he who tulhlls them is Ck-ift, by whom all 
things were 914dc and created 5 who 18 called, the Word of God, 


Þ # £ Concerning TYTHES. 


Tjte have bcen held up among Chriſtians ( ſo called ) by 
Force and Violence lince the dayes of the Apoſtles, and C briſts 
Iicarnation, by whom not any Example was given about 
Tythes, tor among them all things were done freely in Charity 
and Love, 

Tythes before the Law, by Abraham. and Tythes, &c, Offer- 
ng, &c. under the Law, were for the Priefts, Widows, Fathey- 
leſs, and the Poor 3 which Law of God commanded T ythes by 
realon of the encieaſe to be offered for his Service, bur Chriſt 
in Goſpel-Times, redeems from the A':»/25, and puts an end to 
the Law that gave the Tenths, 'and to the Prieſthood that took 
them, and to the Commandment that gave them, and puts an 
end to the Offer:i:gs. 

And although eAbraham paid Tythes to eMHelchiſedeck, in 
time of War, tho!e were only Tythes of the Spoil, and not by a 
Command ; And Chriſt was according to the Order of Melchi- 
ſcdeck,, whoputs an end to War, and deſtroyes the Devil its 
Author, and redeems ont of the Earth. And although we ae 
many thouſands, yct there is not a Beggar among us, neither do 
we read there were any Beggars in the Primitive-Trmes, which 
Church denyed Tythes, and faid,T he Prieſthood was changed that 
took them, together with the Law by which they were ſet up, and 
alſo the Commandment which gave then. So they who take 
Tythes, and they who pay them, are beth eAnti-chriſts, aid de-. 
ny Chriſt to be come an the Fleſh,

e1oſes, who bad the L.mw, ſaw over all Trmſgreſſio;r, and 
before it was ; he ſaw the ſtate which Adm had in the G.1rdew: 
before he Fell, he ſaw his itate in the Fall, and how Death; 
reagned from Adam to Aﬀfoſes, who received the Lay, which 
1.aw paſſed over all Tranſgreſſion ; which Law did anlwer tg 
the Witnefs of God in all, w hich Was a Command to people 
that they might not ſ/-, and rhat they might be kept fiom ſr, 
and ſo from Death, which raisns from Adam to Moſes, which 
Law paſſeth over both ji»: and Deb. And this was the Hiph- 
er Power ( higher than the Trarſereſſion) which anſwereth ro 
the Witneſs of God again the Rebellrozs, which Witneſs is tyre, 
holy, rightcous, and equal, which Law 1s juft, holy, and good , 2 
true Meaſure, and juſt Weight ; this is calledrhe Higher Power, 
this was added untill the Sced came, which is Chrijt ;” ard this 
Law they were to hear, even Afoſes : To whom We:[dom was 
Siven to make the Pattern, and to fet forih Figures and Shad- 
dows under the Law till Chriſt ſhould come, Ot which eMoſes 
ſaid, The Lord will raije up a Prophet like unto me, him ſhall ye 
hear in all things. 

And whcn Chriſt himſelf came, he put an end to allthoſe 
Types, Figures, and Shaddows, and changable tlings ; for in 
him there is no Shaddow, who is called Gods Righteoufneſs. So 
the Law was in uſe untill the Seed came z and Afoſes who had 
it ſaid, Ged ſhall raiſe up a Prophet like unto bim, and now he is 
come, which we hear, ( to wit, the See4 ) who is the cnd of all 
the Prophcts, who Prophclied ofhim ; and ſo He is the enil of 
the Law for Righteouſneſs to everyone that belicyc.S0 Believers 
are Members of the true Church, of which Chriſt is the Head. $0 
Chriſt is the end of the Law for Righteouſneſs to every one that 
belicucth, Which Chrilt pargerh kis Floor, and burneth up the 
Chaffe, commeth with his Fan, Baptizeth with his boly Spirit and 
Fre, and bringeth 15 Wheat into þ1s Garner, And Chrilt 1s the 
end of all Oath which were under the Law, and which was 
before the Law, viz. of Oaths which put 47 end to ſtrife among

how it ts held up, and how not. 


The Kingdom of Chriſt is not held vp by Carnal Weapons, fix 
faith Chrilt, My Kingdom 75 not of this World, therefore hs 
Servants fight not.

bles, and vain ' hbylofophy, and beggarly Rudiments, and T radt- 
tions and Dottrines of men, nor ther Commandements, neither 
ought they to compel People to obſerve Dayes, Afcutr, and 
Drinks, nor ſuch like things, nor to bear Rule by their Aeas, jor 
they ought not to be fJuch who ſeek therr gaz from their quarter, 
ra were forbidden; and ſuch as teach for money and Þ.t;d- 
falls of Barly, a-:d pieces of Bread, and fuch as reach for ture, 
Weg 
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vere forbidden and oppoſed by rhe true Prophets, Teachers and 
eZ poſtics, and ſach as wore long Robes, and were called of Men 
A Lijter, and followed and loved Salutations 17 eAMark ts, and 
rhe uppermoſt Roomes ar Feats, ard fuch like, all ſuch are our 
of Chriſt, and againſt ſuch Chrilt himſelf crycd, IWor, woe,who 
iard, Te have one Aaſter, even Chriſt, 21d Je are all Brethren :

And ſoall they who have the Scriptures of Chriſt, of the

So forſake and come out of all vain Words, and all vain 


Cuſtoms, and all unprofitable and idle Communications and

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Talkings, for which you are judged and condemned with the 
Light, viz. che Light in your Conſciences which reproves you, 
and come into the the new Life, in which God is terved, that 
your words may be ſeaſoned with grace, that by it your hearts 
may be eſtabliſhed, that no corrupt communication may pro- 
ceed out of your mouthes, for whatſoever is corrupt is contra- 
ry to the Witneſs of God in your Conſciences, to Chriſt the 
Light which reproves you. 

Therefore away with all the Cuſtomes and Faſhicns of the 
World which grieve and quench the Spirir of God, and repent 
while ye have time, and ſpend not your time likea Tale ; come 
to the Light, and ſleep not in ſin, in darkneſs, 1n feperation 
from God ; but prize the time while you have ir, leſt in the 
end ye come to ſay, we have had time but now it is paſt ; but ſo 
mind the Power of God, the Light of Chriſt Jeſus, by which 
you may redeem it, 


XXXII. Concerning Falſe Prophets and 
Antichriſts. 


Falſe Prophets and Antichriſts are much condemned in this 
part of the World called Chriſtendom, and they bring the 7h, 
Chapter, and the 24th Chaprer of Matthew, and ſay, that they 
are but now come. 

To which I Anſwer, that Chriſt ſaid, They ſhould come, viz. 
Anrichriſts, and Falſe Apoſtles ; he (aid to his Diſciples, that 
they ſnall come, 3.e. to his Diſciples, and he gave them markes 
how they [ſhould know them z A corrupt tree cannot bring forth 
good fruit : nor a good tree cannot bring forth evil fruit. ==- And 
if it were poſſile they ſhould deceive the very Eleit, for they have 
the Sbeeps-cloathing. And he commanded his Diſ::ples that they 
ſhould not follow them, for they were inwardly ravening Wolves, 
having the Sheeps cloathing. And thoſe were Antichrists and 
Falſe Prophets, falſe Chriits and Decervers who were inwardly 
ravend from the Light, and ſo from the Seed, w:z. the true 
Chriit. And Chriſt told his Diſciples choſe ſhould come, and 


detore the deceaſe of his Diſciples they. came ; as we may read 
n 
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in the firſt Eprfle of Jobn, the ſecond C'-apter,and fourth Chay- 
ters, he ſaith, Little Children, ye have heard that Antichrit 
ſfrould come, a4 even now there are may «Antichy ſts, and fal(e 
Prophets come into the World. So Chritt had ſpoken before 
that they ſhould come, and his Diſciples ſaid that they were 
alrcady core; who went out from them, inwardly 1avend 
from the Spitic ; ard this was above lixtecn hundred years 
fince. And fob: who ſaw them already come, he direed the 
Sainis to this annointing in themſelves, and ſaid to them, that 
they had not nced that any one ſhould teach them, but as this 
2nnoir.t'ng taught them, they ſhould abide in the Father and in 
the Son. Ard ſo thoſe Anti-chrilts, falſe Prophets, Wolyes., 
fille Chriſts, inwarcly ravend, they bear 'ryars, Thornes and 
Thiftles, which Chriſt ſaid, ſhall come,and his Diſciples ſaid they 
were come, ard who went out trom them into the World. And 
in the Reveel. tens It is Said, The whole Wea went after them. 
So they went out from the Church, Feilowlhip, Goſpel ; they 
vent out from the Hellowthip of the Spirit within, being ra- 
vend fromit ; they went from the annointing within, which 
thould reach them 3 they went from the Law in the heart, to 
wit, from the New Covenant ; and they went from the King- 
dm wichin, and they went from the Word which is in the 
the heart to obey it, and to do it z they went out from the Light 
in the hart, which gives the knowledge ot God in the tace 
of Jeſvs Chriſt, and ſo they loſt the Pearl hid in the Field, viz. 
the World in their h:arts. And ſo the falſe Prophets went 
out from the Diſciples, and, as was ſaid before inthe Revela- 
trons, its ſaid, the whole World went after them. So /oh, wrote 
tothe ſeven Churches which erred, by permitting /ezabel to 
teach, and to ſet up Idols, and ſuch who ſaid they were jews, 
and werc not, but were the Synagogues of Satan. So he goes 
on inthe Revelation till he comes to the eleventh Chapter, where 
the Witnefles are (lain; the two Olives which carried th: oyl 
tothe annoim:ing of the Nations, the two Candlcſticxs which 
hoids the Light. And in the 12th Chaprer, the Woman, ViL. 
th: true Church, fled into the Wilderneſs, preparcd for her oi 
God, that there ſhe ſhould te nourithed, for 4 rome, times, aud 
ba'f atime, And in the 13th Chap er, The Dragon gives his 
I ower to ti:e Beaſt, ad the Beaſt with the Dragons power makes 
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Wir againſt the Sarnts; and Po Al who were | fr of that Sed 
who kept the Teſtimo 'y of jeſus, the Spirit of Propheſie ; wo 
w-re in him, trom whom the ravening Welycs had departed, 
Thcn ail that dwe't upon the Earth Worſhipped the Be.ift, a :d 
worſhipped ihe Dragon, and both cauſed and compelled all, borh 
ſmall aid great to fall d,wn and worſhip. And from hence aroſe 
this compelling Mx to Worſhip : Then the falſe Prophre 
ard the Whore, \hrough th: Dragons Power, got upon the Buſh, 
and cauſed all Nations to drink of her Cup. So thus the whore 
aroſe, which went from the Apoltles, and from their Lite, 
Power and Spirit, and committed | ornica:ion ; before tae Na- 
t19n5 Were married to Chriſt, they took the Cup of Fornicati- 
on of this Whore. And ſhe drank, the blood of tic Saints and 
Hartyrs, who were not inwardly ravend, and who could not 
drink of hcr Cup. Yea, ſh: drank the blood of the Saints aud 
Prophets who kept the Teſtrmony of }eſus, who were not inwardly 
ramend, And fo ſuch doings and works they have ſet up for 
the ſpace of hfrcen hundred years, - viz. Killing and marder- 
ing; and they have diſperſed themſeives tmto all Nations, a; 
the Apoſtles they were to go into all Nations. And fuch works 
the Wolves have wrovght in the Sheeps cloathing, yea thoſe 
who are inwardly ravend frpm the Spirit of God, whoſe truirs 
are Brambles, Bryars a”d Thorn;, and ſuch like works thoſe 
Raveners have done lince the dayes of the Apoſtles, being 
ravend from their Lite and Power, having the Words of the 
Shecp, the Scriptuxes, but not in the Power and Lite which 
fave them forth ; therefore Bryars and Thorns appear : 
who devour and kill the Lambs, and compels them to wor- 
ſhip and uſe violence upon them and their ou:wa'd thirgs 
about Relig on, which was not the work of the Apo- 
{ties. 

And fo 7obn ſaith, e Again the Beaſt and the Dragon, and 
the Falſe Prophers ( which hath deceived the Nations which 


Chriſt [aid ſhould come, and John ſa.d was come ; who went out . 


from them ; trom which time the World hath gone after them, 
for the ſpace of fifteen hundred years ) zs to be taken : Which 
Beaſt and falſe Prophet ſhall be taken and cat into the Lakg of 
fire, and the Nations ſhall be deceived no more, and the Whore 
the great Whore, which hath compelled the Nations to drinkthe 
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Blood of the Saints, 1s to be taken,and her fleſh burnt with fire, and 
Babylon ſhall be confounded, and all Merchants which have Mer- 
chandized with her, ſhall howle, and lament, ard cry, Alas, 
alas, How is this great City fallen ! For there hath been a mer- 
chandizing in this great City, which muſt te thrown down : 
and all the Mcrchants of this great City, have been thoſe thar 
inwardly ravend from the Spirit of God, who have built up and 
plucked down, 

So unto this from which they have Apoſtatized,you muſt all 
come before the Sheeps Lite be known, and ſo the Witneſſes 
are raiſed, and ſhall be raiſed, who hold the Light, and carries 
the Oyl to enlighten the Nations, and to annoint them ; yea, 
the Spirit, and Power, and Fellowſhip, and Worſhip in which 
the Apoſtles were formerly in.

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fory, ( Giory to the Higheſt ) and people ſhall come into Go- 
ſpel- Fellowſhip, and to the Church of God, and Church- Fellowſhip 
inthe Goſpel, the Power of God, which was before the Power of 
Satan Was ; Which CGoſpe! was among the Apoltles, in which 
their Fellowſhip was, and this is Goſpel- Fellowſhip ; and in the 
Power of God they are over all faiſe Prophets, falſe Worſhip- 
pers, over the Dragon, over the falle Church and his Worſlnp, 
( which are begorten betwixt vs and the Apoſtles) and are got-

of /udah. So this Covenant is made io all People, ro them who 
weiccalled the People of. God, and to the Gentiles alſo, Ang 
this is that Covenant of Light unto which Joh» came to bear 
Witnefſe, which enlighteneth every one that cometh into the 
World ; which giveth Power to all, who receive it, to become 
the Sons of God, from him who hath all power in Heayen and 
Earth given to him, And this 1s the Light in which people mu!t 
believe, by which they become Children of God, and this is 
the Light which ſhincth in Darkneſs, and out of the Darkneſs, 
which 15 inthe heart which giveth the Knowledge of the Glory 
of God in the lace of Chrilt Jelus, from whence it comes; and 
this is that Lighr, which they who love darknels hate, and will 
not come to ii, becaule it reproves them. And by this Cove- 
nant of Light to the Gerzles, Which is Salvation to the ends 
of the Farth, Now we who arc Gentiles, are become Chriſts- 
ans, and we obtain Salvation, and by Laith in this Covenant

| There were about thirty of the fifrh Afonzrchy men who 
made an Infuriection in Englazd which Inſurrettion Was wick- 
edly laid tothe charge of the People of God called Quakers, 
trom which I«:turr-&tion, the eſonarchy men themſelves de- 
clared when they were to dye, That we were Irnocerr ; yet 
neverthelcis, the Diurrnals and News-Books have joyned us rogc- 
ther with the Monryciy men, m that Plot and Inſurrection, and 
have publiſhed us to the Nations a> Plotrers, though we arc 
Innocent, And we lay, ihe Lord forgive them for wronging 


9; ith, : 
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The lying Prieſts and Profeſſors ſay, That we deny the Scri- 
.ptures, and that we deny the Reſurre$t1on, and Chriſt and his Bo- 
dy, aid that we foame at the mouth, and that we bewitch men, 
and bind Ribband about their Armss ;, which arc altogether 
filſc and lies, and from their Father the Devil, the Author of 
them, who is out of the Truth, in which Truth we are however 
ſcandalized by them, who are of the Father of Lyes. And 
what evil {oever they may bring againſt us, yet we are in the 
Truth, and can rejoyce ; Praiſcd be the Lord, who lives for 
CUE.

Andye are to be redeemed from Tongues, and Tongues ſhalt 
ceaſe, ( ſaith the Apoſtle ) and fo from this Worlds Or:ivinal, 
the beginning of Which is Babel, and which keeps in Babylor, 
the Saints are redeemed. And this hath been fer up as an Or:- 
£1nal among them who are alienated from the Spirit of God, 
in Babel, where the Original of Tongues was inthe dayes of 
Nimrod, that Herctick,, who began to build Babel. 

So Tongnes do not make any man ax Divine,neither a Miniſter 
of Chrilt, for that which makes a man Divine ( as they fay ) 
is the IVord (Which redeems our of Tongres) which was before 
Babel was, and in the beginning before the Fa!l, which knocks 
down all that which corrupts mans Nature, and renews again 
into the Divine Nature. 

And wholvever are Miniſters of the Word, and Preachers of 
the Goſpel, they are in the Power and in the \Word which way

before Tongues were; This Word brings 1nto the Chirch-Fe.

The Spirit of Chriſt, the Spirit of the Apoſtles, of the Mar. 
tyrs is rien again, Which gives Teitimony againſt Swearing 
and Oathes. | 

There were no Oth; at all impoſed upon Man before thc 
Fall, but only lince the Full, tor under the Law alter the Fall ; 
and among the cws; Oaths and Commandme%!s were SVEN, 
To which Chrilt ( by whom the World was made, which was 
before the Fa/l, which is the Oath of God, which Oathes tn the 
Fall were Types) who put an cnd to ſtrile,and brings into quiet- 
neſs and peace, and binudces to God without Oarhes, which 
Chri!t put an end to. . 

And, Chriſt himſelf,che Oath of God,puts an end to all Oaths, 
and brings into the Land of quietneſs and reſt, the Spiritaul 
Canaan, and puts and end to trite, and deltroyes the Devil the 
Author of ſtrife, he whos the Reſt, the Way, Truth and the 
Lite, who brings again to God, and is the Covenant of God 
in man, hath peace with God, which deſtroyes that which led 
from God and from Chriit ; and he himſclt faid, Swear not at 
all, neither by Heaven, nor by the Earth, nor by any othcr Oath, 
He who reſtores man into that {tate in which he was in the be- 
inning beforc the Fall, who reſtorcs into the Image of God. 
And 1o inthe Reſt.uratio: there are no Oathes to be uſed, 
nor Swearzi.g, according to is own Doctriue ; But Tca, yea, 
Nay, nay, Was to be uled among men in all their Communica- 
tions,and what is more thenthi>,ts.cvil; So that Swearrrg now 
is evil. And this is the DoErine of hun who reltores Pcople 
: into 


the Subitance, who put an end to Figures. And hy Diſciple 
Jeams in .he 5:1 Chaprer of his Epiſtle, who followed his Coun- 
fel (who 15 an Everlaiting Counſellor) faith, Above all thing, 
ny bret' ren, 5Wear ot, nuther by Heaven, nor by Earth, ror by 
any other O-#h, left you fa'l into Condemnation : but let your yea, 
be yea, and your nay, be nay. And this was the manner amen 
them who tollowed the Do-trine and' Comm.nd of Chriſt in the 
Reſtaiirat'on, Who were but:t upon the true Foundation, which 
was frlt laid in the Primitive times among the true Brethren ; 
and was publickiy held forth which Manner and Cuſtome ,Do- 

&rine and Command of Chriſt Jeſus and the Apoſtles in the 
Primitive times, many of the Martyrs fo:lowed, held fo:th, and 
practiſed among thoſe who were Degenerated ard Apoſta'1- 
zed from the Lite an Power of Chriſt and the Apoltles, al- 
though they profeſs the Words, And nw the Spirit of Chriſt 
5 rifen again, and of ihe Apoſtles, and Saints as inthe Prim:tive 
times, ani the Spirit ot th: Martyrs, who bear witn fs againit 

all Oathes and all ſo:t of Swearing whatloevever,that were uſed 
amons the Heathens, /ews, and Apoſta ized Chriſtians, both 

privately and publickly, and bindes to yea, and »dy, in all man- 

ner of Communication, as Chrit and the Apoſtl-s ranght, and 
and the Saints and Martyrs practiſed, knowing, th. whatſocver 

is more than yea, and nay, is evil ; and ſi:c who Swear, are Con- 

demned according to Chriſt and the Apoltles Doctrine. 

So we ſay again, That the Spirit of Chriſt, the eApoſiles, and 
eALartyrs 1s riſen again, who hath been dead, and ts dead, in and 
among the Apoſtates, wi.o have the Form, but deny the Power, 
from whom we have turned away. But now 1ts ri.en again, and 
lives amoneſt ns : Clory and Honour be given to God through Je- 
ſu Chriſt, who hath reſtored to thc b-ginning, into the Image of 
God in which e Man was in b fore he fell , before Qathes 
Were, 

For Example.

And in the ſecond Example, conlider the Apoſtles, who did 
according tothe Command and Doarine of Chriſt, who ſaid,

condemation, Jam. 5. but let your yea, be yea, aid Jonr 14), 
14y, im all your Communication. 

And although there was Swearing among the Jews and other 
Nations and Heathens, betore the Apoſtatized Chriſtians uled 
1:0 Swear, nevertheleſs the Apoſtles .and the Brethrcn obeyed, 
and they muſt obey the Dottrine and the Command of C briſt, 
for 1f Chriſt command one thing, and Man another, It t; better to 
obey the Lord Jef: Chriſt, the Lite, who 15 the Reſtorer, Saviour, 
and Redeemer, than men,

Leſſed are all thoſe whoſe-mindes are ſtaid upon the Lord,

halling the Saints betore the Rulers like a Paritcy ; then he 
w a5 not content, ncither with his own conditjon, nor others - 
But when he came to learn of Chriſt, which deſtroys the Devi! 
and his works, which teacheth ro know all things, then in all 
things he learned to be content , {> that you know that there is 
[-1r ning, learneth, and learned ; as a Chiid when he is [carning, 
learneth, and learned is three {tats ; fo Par'l he had learned in a! 
conditions to be content 1, and who Was his Scnoe!-Majicr but 
Chriſt, by whom all things were mace, zot of m1, or by man 
( oat of the Truth ; ) {fo while he Jearned of ncn, and by men. 
he was not content, neither are any others. 

Therefore all are to learn ot Chrilt the Light, the Life, and 
the Trath, that you may com? to that condition, ro have learned 
17 all co::d1tio;rs tobe content, and nit to truſt 17 uncertain Riches, 
for they nave wings and will flee away ; and lo he 15 never coun- 
ted a Wi.c man that w'l] put any contidence in that which will 
Poe away from him : for thoſe are the Heirs of the Earth and 
the World that load themſelves with thick clay, that they may 
ſer the;r ne{ts on high ; but they that be Heirs of Chriſt, and 
ot the Power of an FEndlcfs Lite, truſt in the Living God, and 
come to potTeis an Everlaſting Inheritance of the Power of an 
Endicts Lite, and come to incre.cin the Riches of the Ever- 
latins Inheritance,and there lay up Riches that are Everlaiting, 
Which will abide for ever. And fo there:ore mind every one 
Gods word i your. Hearts, and 1 your Acu. hes, and obey it 
and doit ;, and be nur of them that are ſaving in their hearts, 
Lo ſh. rfcind or aeſcend to ferch him from avove ! Keep down 
that layer under reproof, and then your cares wi:l be open to 
that which the rightcouſne;s of Laith ſaith, The Word & nigh 
1lec, :2 thyT.e.ut and in thy mouth, ſo thou needest not to ſay,who 
hail zſcend or d:fcc:d,and that was the Word which the Mctlen- 
gers ot Gud preached, and do preach, and rebuke the Gain/ayer. 

And to all people ſeeing the Devil hath made the World like 
a \\iHernets, and there 's ſo many waye> in It, that they d» 
not know Which Way to Cone our nor which to tollow: There- 
tore this 15 my Antwer to you all, Take UV.:uids Lanthorn and 
Cand!- ; you way lay, Vhat is that, and whete 1s 17 ! I fay 11-15 
wih nyo, the Wu:d of Gid - you may tay, People do not 
ule 
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uſe to carry Lanthorns and Candlcs in the day time, but in 
the night. 

I fay, you be in the Night of Darkneſs, and therefore the 
Word is called a Lanthorn and Candle to you, by which you, 
may ſee the Way of the Lord which is perfcet, from all mens 
wayes which are imperfect ; by which ye may ſee the path of 
the jult to be a ſhining Light, frcm all the unjult paths thar be in 
the Darkneſs ; for by this Word did David come to outſtrip his 
Teachers, who was made wiſer then them all, ſo it will you, if 
you obey it ; for by this Word hc ſaw Chriſt, and called him 
Lord : therefore he loved the Word and hid it in his heart ; for 
by it he ſpake ſo many glo11ous expreſſions, which the World 
ſince hath, turncd into Meeter, and made Songs or Ballads of 
them ; and this was the Word that came to eAbraham, which 
made him forſake his National Religion and Worſhip, and 
Obey the Lord ; and this was the Word that came to 7acob the 
row Gar by which he ſaw Chrilt, and Propheſlied of him to his 
Sons on his Death-bed, when he faid to Judah, The Law ſhould 
not depart from betwixt his fect till Shilo came, ( meanyng 
Chriſt ) and the gathering of all Nations ſhould be to him, as it is 
at this day, the gathering 15 to Chrift , and this was the Word 
that came to Moſes the Shepherd, when he was keeping ſheep, 
which he Obeyed, and went to Fgypc, and brought the Chil- 
dren of Iſrael out of Egypr ; by which Word he was made a 
Miniſter ; and when the Children of 1f-ael were come out of 
Egypt into the Wildernelis, told them, They need not go for the 
Word beyond the Seas, SC. for it was mgh them, in their hearts 
and mouths, to obey it and doit. And this was, the Word that 
made Moſes a Propher, who prephelied of Chriſt, and ſaid, 
Like unto him God would raiſc up a Prophet, him ſhould they bear 
1n all things : mark, (in all things) we are to be ordered both in- 
ward and outward, tor hearing Chrilt, by whom all things 
were made ; And every one that would wot hear rhis Prophet 
( Chrilt ) ſhould be cat off ; tor how ſhould they continue or 
reign ? 

And this was the Word that came to Samuel, and made him 
a Prophet, who ſpake to Fly the Prieſt, and reproved his Sons, 
and the Children of 1ſrael : and this was the Word that made 
Saul to Prophelie, and Balaum, though they erred from it : Ard 
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8) 
this was the Word that made ke Prophets to propheſie, and 
to reprove the kings of T/racl, and their Prielts, of their Super - 
ſition and Idolatrous ways, in feting up Groves, and Images 
in High places ;.and rep. oved all their Monthly Prognofticath- 
ons, who ſpoke and acted from them, and not tiom the Lord. 

And this was the Word that came to Jſaiab, by which he 
Prophclicd of Chriſt, and of his Preaching, and of his Suffer- 
ings, and by which Word he rep: oved the Shepherds, which 
were us greedy duinb Dogs,conld never have enough, ſecking theiy 
gain from their Quartcy : and by this Word he taw, that a'l the 
Children of God ſhould be taught of God, and eſtabliſhed in Righ- 
rtcouſneſs and Peace z and though many tongues ſhould riſe op 
1n Judgment againlt them, yer thoſe that were taught of God 
ſhould condemn them all, this power ſhould be given to his chil- 
dren. And many weapons formed againſt them ſhould not prof- 
pcr, God would reſtrain them: And alſo be ſaw themthat 
werc caſt orr, that trembled at Gods Word, to whom God would 
appear to their Glory, and to the ſhame and to the confounding of 
thum that caſt them out for his Names ſake, as 1t 1s at this day. 

And this was the Word of God that made 7eremab 2 Pro- 
phet, by which he ſaw the New Covenant, by which Word he 
was ſaid to reprove the People and Princes, of the filthy and 
horrible thing commuted i the Land, that thc Priefts Preached 
for Hire, andthe Prophets propheſicd falſly - and for reproving 
them for their Superſtution and Idollatry, they #ruck, him, and 
pit: him un the Stocks, and Priſon, and perſecnted him #n the Dun- 
Leon, till his Pe: ſ:cutors were carried into Captivity. And by 
the Word /eremiah ſaw the number of Seventy ycares of tus 
Perſecutors being in Babylons Captivity. 

Elijah by the Word was made a Prophet, and by the Word 
reproved Ahab and Jezebel for their Idolatiy, and worſhiping 
of Images. For which Words ſake they perſecuted him, and the 
reſt of the Prophets ; and was not he ted of the Ravens by the 
River ; And did not they ſeek to take away his Lite ; and did 
not he think a!l the Lords Prophets had been killed, and he left 
alone ! yet did not the Lord ſay to him, he had reſerved ſo many 
Thouſands that had 1:0t bowed the raecto Baal ? And Eliſha the 
Plowman by the Word was made a Proph:t, and forſook his 


Plough ; and by the Word repro cd the Idoljatry in his py. 
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And by the Word was YL made a Prophet, by which 
Word he reproved the Shepherds of 7ſra:!, that made a prey 
upon the people, and taught them for the Fleece ; and by rhe 
Word he {aw that God would bring the people from them, that 
they ſhould be made a pray upon no longer; and would gather 
them from their Mouths, and ſet one Shepherd over them, 
Chriſt, which is witneſſed ; and by the Word he reproved fa!ſc 
Prophets, that taught for handtuls of Barly, and prices of 
Bread, and daubed with untempered Morter, and ſewed Pil- 
lows under the Armholes ; and by the Word he ſaw the Patern 
of the Temple, and the return of the Jews. 


And by the Word Dame! was made a Prophet, and ſaw 
Chriit and his Kingdom, and how the Saints ſhould take his 
Kingdom ; and by the \Word he ſaw ſuch that ſhould riſe up 
againit the People of God ; and by the Word he numbred the 
'eares of Chriſt to his time 499 yeares, and of his, Death and 
how he ſhould end the Sacrifices , and how that Chriſt ſhould 
bring up Everlaſting Righteouſneſs, and put an end to Sin and 
end the Prophets, and Seal up their Vilions. 

And by the Word Aficah was made a Prophet, by which he 
cryed againſt the Prieſts that preached for Hire,and the Prophet, 
char propheſied for Money, and the Fndges tht judged for Ke- 
wards, and ſuch as preached Peace to the propie, tha put in thcir 
mouths, ( like the Prieſts in theſe times ) and when they did 
not, they prepared war againſt them, and chopt their fleſh and, 
g£1nawed their Bones, ( as the Prieſts in this day and time have 
done ) but Aficah ſaw by the Word that the Sun was gon 
down up*n fuch Prophets and Prieſts, and they ſhould have no 
Vilton nor Anſwer from God ; thercfore ſuch are againſt Reve- 
la:tons and Viſions, on whom the Sun 1s ſet, and gon down 
upon, and then rhe Night comes upen them. 

And by the Word was Amos the Ferdsman wade a Prophet, 
who was a gatherer of Fruits, and likewiſe all the re!t ot rhe 
Prophets, who fpoke forth Divine things and reproved the Su- 
perſtition and Idolatry in their time and day. And by the Werd 
did all the Prophets ſpeas forth Divine things, which Word 
brought them into the Divine Nature and Mind, which Word 
Hammeted and Cut down that which corrupted their patures j 
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and this was the Word that made ſo many Fiſher-men Preach- 
ers of the Goſpel, which is the Power of God. 

And this was the Word which made Matthew the Toll-ga- 
therer, Luk- the Phylitian, and Paul the Tent-miker, Miniſters 
and Preachers of the Goſpel aud Power of God. And this was 
the Word which made Peter to ſee 7oels Prophelie, how that 
God wou'd power our his Spirit upon all Fleſh, and Sons and 
Da-:ghters ſhould Propheſie, and Young men ſhould ſee V, ifions, and 
Old men Dream Dreams, and the powering forth of the Spirit 
upon Servants and Hand-maids, that every one ſhould have 
ſomthing to ſpeak to the Glory of God. And now the Prieſts 
and proud Prelates, and Biſhops, and Popes, though you have 
made a trade of the Saints words, and the Apoſtles and. Pro- 
phets words, and gotten a deal of money by them, ( which 
were fiſhermen and ſhepherds words, from the Word ) Yet 
nevertheles if a company of Shepherds, Herdſmen, Fiſhermen, 
Tent-makers, and Toll-gatherers ſhould come amongſt you to 
Preach, you would ſay, Away with theſe JMechanick, Fellows, 
they have not ſerved ſeaven yeares Apprentiſhup at the Col- 
ledges, winch we have ſet up to make Mimiſtcrs ; therefore 
they are nt te fet up, becauſe they have not ſerved their 
eA} "n_ 

Whut fay the Shepherds, Tenremakers, Phyſitians and Tole- 
gatheres ? Do you make a Trade of our Friends words, who 
were of our Occupation, that never ſerved Apprentiſhips in 
Colledges, before rhey ſpake forth the words you make a 
Trade of ? what, will you make a Trade of our Friends words, 
who were of our Occupation | Away with you to Work, and 
away with your Colledges : for our Brother Paul the Tent- 
maker ſajd, If you will 0t work, you maſt not ear, For, would 
you own Chriſt if he had come in your day ? who was called, A 
Carpenters So. You Popes with your Triple Crowns, and you 
Lord Biſhops with your Coachcs and fat Horſes, and gorgeous 
Aparrel, with your Black Coats, and white Coats, and 
Girdle> ; Are you like to entertain him who is called, A Car- 
penters Son ? or to caſt him and his mother into the Manger in 
your Stables ? 

This was the Word by which 70h» the Evangeliſt ſaw Chriſt, 
which did enlighten every m1 that came into the world, and = 

ow

how he became fleſh, and cane to his own, and his own did not re- 
ceive him : but to as many as reccived Chriſt the Light, ro them 
he gave power to b:come the Sons of God ,, which all they that are 
Miniſters ot the Letter, made by the ſeven years Colledges, 
and not the Word, hate the Light. 

And by this Word, the Miniſter of the Word preacheth 
Chriſts Word, Life, Death and Reſurretion : And therefore 
as /obn: (aith in his Epiltle, That which our Eyes have [een, our 
Haiids have handled, and our Fars have heard of the Word of 
Life, do we preach uno you ; that which was from the beginning, 
mn the begining was the Word, though {ince the beginning were 
the words and leiters:for the Scriptures of Truth are the words 
of God, and the words of Chriſt; and he that adds to theſe 
words (ſaith 70-1 in the Revelations ) God ſhall add unto him 
the plagues, that are written in this book, 

So the Word was 1n the beginning, and Chriſts Name is call- 
ed, The Word of God, but Chriſt is neither called Scriptures nor 
Writings, for Scriptures [1gnify Writings. So, In the beginning 
was the Word, fince the beginning were Writings and Scrip- 
tures. In the beginning was the Word, ſince the beginning were 
all falſe Wayes, falſe Churches, falſe Teachers; and in the 
Word ye comprehend th:m all. The Prielt ſaith, That Hebrew, 
Greek and Latine were the Original, the many Languages, and 
the many Languages began at Bavel, which Nsmrod the Hunter 
before the Lord, ( began to build ) atrer God had deſtroyed the 
Oid World with water: then would he go build a Tower 
which ſhould reach to Heaven ; then God came down and con- 
founded them into many Languages : ſo he hunted betore the 
Lord, but the Lord followed him, and confounded him in all his 
work, as he will do all the Builders that run betore him , and 
ſo all the Prie/t that have gotten the many Languages, which 
began at Bab:1, they teil fimple ignorant people,that they have 
the Original, and are the Orthodox men, and get in a different 


habit from them, and ſay the Quakers are a imple people, and 


deſpiſe the Learned Orthodox men who have the Original. 
Givecar O people, if theſe Languages which came up at the 
confounding of Babe! are the Prielts Original that makes ther 
Orthodox and Divine, then Pilate that crucified Chriſt was as 
good an Orthodox Divine as they: for when he crucified _ 
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hewrcit a Paper in Hebrew, Greek and Latine, and ſet a top of 
him, he was as ignorant of Scripture and of Orthodox and 
Divine matte: as you, and you as he, and the Apoſtle ſaith, 
That Tongues muſt ceaſe, then that which makes Orthodox men 
and Divine .as you ſay,mult ceaſe,according to the ApoſtlesDq.- 
&rine ; and ſo then Tongues neither are the Original,nor make 
Or.hodox nor Divine : and /ob» that gave forth the Revelatior's 
ſaith, That the Whore and tre Beaſt a e ct 1:pont Tongues, and the 
Eerlaſt;ns Goſpel inuſtbe preached agate to a'l Kindreds and 
Toevgnes ; Which were before Babel was, who was the firſt be- 
g1mner of Tongues. | 

Now it is clear tha: the Goſpel mult be preached to all Na- 
tions and Tongu:s, and that Tongues are not the Oricinal, 
neither do they make D:;vines or Orthodox men , but it is clear 
that it is the Word which was in the teginring which makes 
Divines ; vea, Tradeſmen, which are baſe and contemptible in 
the eyes of the proud, and them that have gotten Babel: 
Tongues, who ate confounded by rhe miniſters of the Word, 
which wa> inthe beginning betore Babel was ; tor all the Eart!! 
was of one I anguavge and Speech betore Babel. And you that 
call your telyes Orthodox men made by Tongues, and ſay that 
is your Original, who are ſo blind and cannor fee that there 
was an Oriyinal before Zabcl was z for did not Enoch the Pro- 
phet, the ſeventh trom Adm, who propheſied in the Old 
World before it was deſtroy ed, and long Letore Babel was, 
concerning the comi goof Chriſt in Ten thouſand of his Saints, 
as In 7ude , and Lamech prophelied in the Old \\orld concern- 
ing Noah, and Adam and others might be in{tanced, before 
your Tongues which you call yous Original were : andio we 
lay that the Word of God is the Original, which doth fulhl the 
Scriptures, and the Word 1s jt which makes Dyvines, Which is 
cated a Hammer, but it is a living Hammer ; and a Sword and 
Fire, but 2 living Sword and a Fire, to hammes, cut, and burn 
up that which ſeparated and kept man from God, by which 
VWord man 15 reconciled again to God, which 15 « alled 1 he word 
of Revontiliation ; by this word are wen and women fanCtified 
and made ci{can, and this is the Word that mak«s both men ard 
woman Divincs, and brings them into the Divine Nature, 
which hammers and cuts down that which corrupted their na- 
ture 
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cure ; and by this Word a ( chity brought into a Divine Wifſ- 
dom, Urde:ſtanuing, Knowledg, Spirit and Power. And this is 
the Word that lives, and abides, and endures for ever, by 
which the Satnts are born again of the Immortal Szed and 
Word of God, who fed upon the Milk-of the Word, up into a 
Divire Lite, Wild m and Underſtanding, and Divine Nature ; 
and by thrs Word they do ſee all Flzſh to be as Graſs, and as 
the Flower of the Field that fadeth; and the Word of God 
that lives, and abtdes, and endures for ever, which is Chriſt, 
whoſe Name 1s called, the Word f God. 

And fo ro Keep rhe Word of Patience, which 1s over all the 
impatient Spirits, and then you will know the \Word of Lite, 
the Word of Patience and Word of Witdom is Everlaſting,and 
abides and endures for cver ; which all they that be in the Ler- 
ter, out of the Lite and Word, have neither Patience to them- 
{elves nor others ; tor the Word of patieuce, and the Word of 
Lite, which is to he kept inall Tribulations was befor: Dea:h 
and impatient Spirits were, 


Concerning the Heathen TIdolaters Namms their 
Dayes and Moneths. 


HE old Pagan-Saxons in their Tdolatry, Were the f1!! 

that brought in the names of the Diys, which thoſe 

called Chrittiaus, haye retained to this day ; for they adored 

Idols, and unto them offered Sacrifices, and Worſhipped the 
Planets. See Veſtirans Antiq. and Cambaens Brit. 

As touching the Idols which theſe Saxons adored they vre: 
divers ; and though they had many, yet ſeven among the reit, 
they eſpecially appropriat:d unto the ſeven dayes of the 
week, 

That day which is the firſt day of the week, they worſhip- 
cd the Idol of the Sun, which was placed in a Temple, and rhcre 
Sacrihced unto, ando he ſpecial adoration of which Idol they 
gave the name of Sunday. 

The ſecond day of the week, they dedicated to the Idol of

the Moon, and from «- thele called Chriſtians r:tain rhe 
name of Monday inſtead of Moonday. 

The next was the Idol of the Plan-ts, was the Idol of Tyiſco, 
who was the firſt and chiefcit man of Name among the 
Germans, unto whom the name of Tueſday was eſpecially 
dedicated. : 

The next was the Idol Woden, whom the Saxons honoured 
for their God of Bartel; And after this Idol, theſe called 
Chriſtians do yet call the fourth day of the wetk,, Wedneſday, 
znſted of Woddeniday, : 

The next was the Idol Thor, from whence the name Thurſ- 
day, is retained, inſtead of the fifth day ot th- week. 

The next Idol was the Goddeſs #r:g4, to Which Idol they 
dedicated the lixth day of 'the week, and called it Iryday ; 
which is retained to this day. 

The laſt was the }dol Seater, from whence is called the 
ſeven:h day, Satureay. 

And as thele called Chriſtians, have followed the Heathens 
Examples in naming their Days, fo they follow them in name- 
ing their Months ;.tor the Heathen they called Afars the God 
of Battel, and from thence they called the fuſt Month March. 
And Yenus they called the Goddeſs of Love and Beauty, and 
from thence they called the ſecond Month April. And Maja a 
Heathen Goddels called Flora and Cloris, were called the God- 
defſes of Howers, unto Afaja the Heathen IdoJaters uſed to 
ſacitice ; from thence was the third Month called ay : And 
upon the firſt day of the ſame Month, they uſed to keep 
Floralia Feaſts to the two Goddeſſes of Flowers ( viz. ) Flora 
and Cloris ; and Floy.z was a Strumpet in Rome, that uſed on 
the firſt day of that Month, to ſet up a May-pole before her 
door to intice her Lovers ; from whence came May-poles 
and AMay-Day to be lince obſerved, by theſe called 
Chriſt: ans. 

And ?;-mo whom the Heathen called the Gooddeſs of King- 
doms and Wealth, from this 7xno, the forth Month was called 
Fune. 

And Tuli1s Ceſar a Roman Emperor, in honour to him, was 
the fifth Month called 7yly. 

And in honour to Augyſtus Ceſar, an Emperor, was the ſixth 
Monch cailed Auguſt. And 
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And four of the other Months are called after the Latin 
Names, as September for the feventh Month, Ofober for the 


eighth, November for the ninth, December for the tenth. 


And one /anus a King of 1ra/y, was for his wiſdom pictured 
with wWo faces, whom they honoured as God ; and from th1> 
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name Janus, was the elventh Month called January. 


And Saturius, Pluto, Februs, were called the Gods of Hell. 
who the Heathen ſaid, had the Rule of evil Spirits there ; and 


from Pluto Februs,was the twelfth Month called February. And 
by all thele Idolatrous Names, do theſe called Chriltians, call 
their Days and Months, to this day, which 1s contrary to the 
Scriptures, the Prophets and the Apoltles. 

T he Saxons alſo had a Godd-:ſs, ( whom they ſacrificed to 
in the Month of Apr: ) called Foſter ; hence they called April, 
Eofter Month, and hence in proc.ſs of rime came Eater. Page 
135. Camb. Brit.

HIS is the Svm or Subſtance of our Religion, to wit, to 

feel and diſcern the two Seeds : the Seed of Enmity, 

the Seed of Love ; the Seed of the Fleſh, rhe Seed of the 

Spirit : the Seed of Hagar, the Seed of Sarah; the Sced 

of the Egyptian womb, the holy Secd of 1ſrael; and to feel the 

Jud, ments of God adminiſtred to the one of theſe, till it be 

brought into bondage and death ; and the other raiſed up in 

the Love and mercy .of the Lord to live in us, and our Souls 
gathered into it, to live to God in it. 

Now when the Light of Gods holy Spirit breaketh in npon 
man, and his quickning vertue is felt ; then life enters into that 
Which was lain, and == is a defire begotten in the heart to 
travel out of the Egyptian ſtate, into the good Land that the 
Soul which came from God, might return back again to him 
( out of the lintull, wandring, miſerable, loſt eſtate) and might 
live and walk with him, in the purity, vertue and power of his 
own Life and Spirit. 

But then the other birth ſtrives for its life, and Pharoaoh ( the 
King of Egypr ) takes part with his Egyptians againſt /ſrael ; 
2nd there is no help to the poor ſoul, but as God pours out his 
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Judgments upon that hard nature and ſpirit in man, which js 
of the Birth of the Fleſh, and receives th2 influences and 
ſtrength of its father, which harden it againſt the true Sed. 
And now what acondition is this poor Soul in! the Light of 
Gods Spirit giveth it the ſence of its ſtate, and the quic«nings of 
Life make it ſenſible of its bondage, there are alſo ſome delires 
and longings after deliverance : but this doth but provoke the 
Enemy, and the Sol being yet in his Territo. es, and under his 
power, he dcaleth the more hardly with it, increaſing its bur. 
degs and opprefſions daly. And O the out-cries of the Soul in 
this ſtate ! how is its ſpirit pained, anguiſhed and vexed within 
it, ſo that it could almoſt many times chuie rather to lie ſtill in 
Egypt then undergo the heavy burdens, oppreſſions, fears and 
dangers, that it dally meets with in this ſtate, 

Yer there is a Secret hope, (prin2ing up in the heart from the 
true Seed, which often encouraze:h it to truſt him, and wait, 
upon him who hath viſited,in his pure miniſtration of Judgment. 
For this is fel: many times ( as the Soul is made truly ienlible 
by the Lord ) that the Judgment 1s not to the Seed, not to Iſ- 
racl , but to Pharach and his Fgypreans : and by every ſtroke 
of Gods wrath upon them, the Seed is eaſed, and its deliverance 
working our. - 

And {© at }aſt when the Judment is finiſhed inthe Land of 
Egypt, the ſtrength of Pharao\ and his Egyprians broken, their 
firſt-born ſlain, ont comes 1ſrael, out of the Dark Land, out of 
the Houſe of Bondage, to travel towards its reſting place.Then 
the Paſchal Lamb is known and fed on ; yea it 1s becau'e of the 
Blood of the Lamb, ſprinkled upon the Door-poſts, that 1ſyaet 
5 paſſcd over and ſaved, in the day of Ez yprs vilitation. O who 
can read this truly, that hath nor telt and been a living witneſs 
thereof ! 

But now, when the ſeed is come ont of Fgypt, there is not 
the end, but rather the beginning of irs Travels. Pharavh and 
his Fgyptiors ( with their Horſe-a d Chariots ) may purſue 
again and eyen overtake , 2nd there may ſeem no way of eſcape 
or help to the ©oul bui on! y to ſtand ſtill, hope inthe 1 ord, and 
wait to ſee his Salvation, Then hail the Sea be divided, which 
ftopped 1[racls courſe,and Phayaoh with his Fgyptians,the Enes 
mie of the ſoul in this appearance of dreadful opprfſicng power 
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be deſtroyed and ſeen no more. Yet in the Willdernes in the 
paſſage through the entangelements to the holy Land, there 
are many ſtraits, trials and fore Enemies to be met with, who 
wiil ſtrive by open force and alfo with enchar.tements to betray 
Iſrael : ye. there is a part yet unbrough: down, yet unwroughr 
out, at which they will be ſtriving to enter the mind. And as 
Iſfr ae! torgets his God, walking out of his Counſel, hearkning 
ro that which his ear ſhould be ſhut againft, and ſo joyning to 
the contrary Seed ; the Plagues, the Jndgments, the Indignati- 
_— wo will be felt by him, and many Carkaſes may fall 
there, 

So that there may be a great outcry in the heart, Who car 
Rand before this by.y Lord God ? ſhall we be conſuming with 
dying ? yes there is ſomewhat muſt be conſumed with dying. 
Yea, ifa man came ſo far, as to Witneſs dominion and idoey 
over his Souls Enem tes, the evil Sced brought into death in him, 
and a poſſeſſion and mberitance in the pu: ereſt of Lite : yet it 
that part be not kept in the death, if there be not a praying and 
watching to the Prefcrver of 1/rael ( in the pure fear and hu- 
mil ty ) ihe Enemy will be ſowing to the Hleth again ; he will 
be getting ſome ot his corrupt Seed into the heart again ( if the 
Soul do but ſleep and become negligent ) and.ſo corruprion 
will take root again, and the contrary Birth grow up again, 
and the Foxes break into the Vineyard and ſpoil the tender 

apcs. 

"% that this 1s our Religion, to witneſs the two Seeds, with 
the Power of the Lord bringing down the one, and bringin3 up 
rhe other : and then ro witneſs and experience daily the fame 
Power, keeping the one in Death and the other in Life, by the 
holy miniſtration of Gods pure living Covenant. And {o, to 
know God in this Covenant ( in this Covenant which lives, 
gives Life and Keeps in Life ) and to walk with God and wor- 
ſhip and ſerve him therein, even in his Son, in the Light of his 
Son, in the Lite of his Son, in the vertue and abilicy which 
flows from his Son into our Spirits, this is our Religion, which 
the Lord our God in his tender mercy hath beſtowed upon us : 
And indeed we find th's ro be a pure, living and undehled Re- 
ligion before God, daily witneſſing his acceptance of it in and 
through his Son, whoſe Name is here known and conteſled, 
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worfhipped and honoured, according to the very heart of the 
Father. | 

This may be further illuſtrated, and perhaps made more 
manifcſt ro ſome, by a Scripture or two. 

The Fleſh lufteth agai/iſt the Spirit, and the Spirit againſt the 
Flefh, and theſe are contrary one to the other, ſaith the Apoſtle, 

al. 5. 17. 
9 Here are the two Seeds ( the S:ed of the Serpent, the Seed of 
the woman ) whoſeſtriving and fight is ia man, when God 
awaxens the Soul, the one whereof hath a nature, a delire or 
luſt contrary to the other. Now as the one of theſc prevails in 
any heart ; ſo the other goes down. As the one gains Life and 
Pewer : ſo the other is brought into Death and Captinty : ſa 
that this is 1: every one is to wait for, after they once come ta 
the ſenlible knowledge and experience of theſe two, to feel 
the Flcſh brought down, the luſts of it denied, the Judgments 
of the Lord adminiſtred co it ; that ſo the other may come up ta 
live, thrive an4 prevail in th? Soul, and ſo the Soul witneſs 
Salvation and R<dempcion under its ſhadow. Thus Son 55 Re- 
dcemed with Fudament, and her Converts with Righteouſneſs, 
Iſa. 1. 27. What 1s Sion ? Is it not the holy Hill of God,where- 
on his Son is ſer King toreign, whereon the holy City is tobe 
built, and God to be worſhipped in Spirit . What condition is 
S:0n in, when God vilits her to redeem her ? ls ſhe not laid waſt, 
deſolate, lying in the duſt : ( as Pal. 1 02. 13, 14.) Well : how 
will God cedeem her ? Zion ſhall be redeemed with Judgement 
and ber Converts with Righteouſneſs. By bringing Judgements 
npon that which keeps her under, upon her Enemies the contra- 
ry Seed, God redee as her : and by bringing forth Righteouſ- 
neſs, ( the righteous Life and Spirit of his own Son ) in thoſe 
whoſe minds are turned to her, whoſe faces are ſet S:0-7-ward, 
thus God redeem) her Converts. Yes, yes, it is truly felt and 
witneſſed. The living Righteouſneſs of Chriſt revealed in the 
heart, and having power there, ſets free from all unrighteouſ< 
neſs which was there before. And chen, when the nnrighteons 
one is calt 0:1r, and the rizhteons one is revealed, and the Soul 
united to him, and receives vir:ue and power fron him ; then 
he becomes a Servan of Righteouſneſs, and doth not commit 
ſin, but doth righteouſneſs ; And he that doth righteouſ1efſs - 
righ- 
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riohreous, even as he 1s yighreous, 1 John. 3. 7. For how canic 
be otherwiſe, when the righteous Lite is revealed and brought 
up into dominion in him ? How canthe ſame righ-eous Spirit 
and Life (revealed in the memHvers, as was 1n the head ) but 
live and a& after the ſame manner in the members, as it did in 
the head ? (O that men were turned to that, which would give 
them the ceitain knowledge and ſenlible experience of this ! ) 
Now this is exceeding comfortable and precious to them that 
are in the true trayel towards it ; much .more to them that 
enjoy it. 

This is the ſum of all, even to know and experience what is 
to be brought down into death, and kept in death, what to be 
brought up out of the grave, to live to God and reign in his 
dominion, and what to be kept in ſubjetion and obedience to 
him who 1s to reign. Now to experience it thus done 1n the 
heart ; the Fleſh brought down, the Seed of Life raiied, and the 
Soul ſubjet to the pure heavenly Power, whoſe right it is to 
reigi inthe heart in ad by the Seed, this is a bleſſed ſtate in- 
deed, for here the work is done : here the Throne of God is 
exalted, and his King reigns in righteouſn?(s and peace, and all 
his Ene nies are under his feet ; and this Soul, this true 1ſraeltre 
this redeemed one may wear the white Robe, and ſerve God in 
righ:eouſneſs and holineſs withour fear of his Enemies ( keep- 
ing in and to the Covenant, which miniſters Life and Power 
abundantly ) all the dayes of his lite. For that was to be the 
outward hoe of the outward Jſrael, keeping to God in the 
outward Covenant and it is to be the inward ſtate of the inward 
Iſrazl, keeping to God in the inward Covenant, which is a pure 
Cov:nant of life and Peace, of all inward and ſpiritual bleſlings 
and mercies in Chrilt, wherewith the Souls are blefled that are 
obedient to God, and walk humbly with him in this Covenant. 
And | heſ-ech you to conſider ( O tender people, who are 
erieved becauſe of {:n and corruption in your hearts, and would 
fin witneſs vitory and dominion over 1t, in the Name and 
Strength of the Lord Jeſus Chritt ) whom did that propheſie 
ol Zachary ( Like 1. 71, 72, 74, 75. ) concern ? Wha: was that 
holy Covenant ? who were to be ſo redeemed ? who were the 
Iſr.:el that was to inherit this promiſe ? Al 
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All the Promiſes are yea $ amen in Chriſt tothe Iſrael of 
God, Why ſhould no: the /ſrael of God hope to enjoy this ? 
even {0 to be acquainted with Cods holy Spirit, and to wait 
vpon him, that they may witneſs it granted to them, that they 
being delivered out of the hands of their Enemies, might ſerve 
him without fear, in holineſs and righteouſneſs betore him 
( whoſe eyes are piercing, and teh-J]d no iniquity) all the dayes 
of their lives ? Surely they who witneſs that promiſe ( menti- 
oned Ia. 35. 8.) fulfilled :o them, cannot fall thort of this. And 
traly, the Children of the New Covenant can never come 
throughly to live ro God, till they wikneſs che inward Cir- 
cuncilion of the Heart, ſo as to love the Lord with all the 
Heart and Soul, Deut. 30. 6. Now, where it is ſo, the De- 
vil or Lu(t can find no place of entrance : and how then ſhould 
they be able to ſow their Seed and bring forth lin ? Out of the 
evil heart proceed: all evil : but out of that heart which is 
throughly Circumciſed, to love the Lord God wholly, cvil can- 
not proceed. 

It Luſt be not conceived, it cannot bring forth Sin : and 
where the Womb, which concaved it, is kept dry and barren, 
It cannot conceive again. 

And is not this the Promiſe of the Goſpel, That the Womb 
which was once barren,ſha'l be very truitful and bear abundant- 
ly ; bur the other grow feeble, an be able to bear no more ? 
Oh that People had experience of Gods Power, and did be- 
tieve therein ! what ſhould ſtand in the way of it ? 

It was /ſrazls (in of 01d, when they looked at their Enemies, 
and ſav thcir footins and ſtrength in the 1 and, which God 
had promiſed ro Abrahams Seed for an Inheritance, thcy could 
not believe that they thould be overcome. 

O take heed of the ſame unbelict now. 
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Concerning CHRIST, Commg to the F A: 
THER, by him, Receiving him, walking 
in him (not in the oldneſs of the Letter, 
but in the newneſs of the Spirit ) and con- 
cerning reading the Scriptures aright. 


I am the Way, the Truth, and the Life : No man comah 
wnto the Father but by me, ſaith Chriſt, Joh 14. 6. 


AN in the corrupt degenerate eftate is fallen from 

God, hath loſt his Image ( the holy, heavenly Image 
of the } ather of Spirits) is driven out from his preſence,dwels 
m the Land of darkicſs and confulion, under the Government 
ot the Prince of the Power of the Air, who rules in, and 
hath power over, all :he Child: en of Diſobcdience. 

Now this ſhould be mans work, even to return to the Fa- 
ther : to come back out of the prodipal loſt ſtate, to the Fa- 
thers houſe, where there 1s ſufficteicy and fulneſs of true 
Bread and \Water of Lite, to ſatisfie every hungry and thirſty 
Soul. | 

The Way Whezeby a man muſt come, the Truth wherein 
he muſt be ren:wed, and the Lite wherewith a man mult be 
quickned, is Chriſt, the Son of the Living God : and he mult 
kr.ow him as the Son of the Living God , and fec] him 
reveal'd in him , and received by him, and fo walk 
in him the Way, in him the Truth, in him the Life, if ever 
he come to the Father, He muſt not rett in the delctiption of 
things ; but feel and know, receive and walk ma the Thry:z, 
which by the Spirit of the Lord hath been often formerly, and 
Þ {tall deſcribed, in what words, and by what means the Spi- 
rit pt-afetch But to receive all the deſcriptions of him that 
were formerly given focth, or all the deſcriptions that are now 
given forth, that will not do ; but the Soul that will lve by 
h1:m 
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him, muſt receive him and teel the ingiafting into him, the holy 
Root, the living Word of Gods eternal Power, and mutt feel 
this Word ingraftcd into his heart, fo that there be a real be- 
coming one in nature and Spirit wi.h h:m. And then he is truly 
in the Vine, in the Olive-tree, and partakes of the vertue and 
{ap thereof, he abiding therein and walking in the Spirit, Lite 
and power thereof. 

Now hcar a man walks not, nor cannot walk in the oldneſs 
of the Letter ; but in the newneſs of the Spirit only, Paul, not- 
withitanding all his knowledge ot the Scriptures, walked but in 
the oldnels of the Letter, betore Chriſt was revealed in him. 
And thoſe in the Apcſtles dayes, who had got the torm of god- 
Jineſs, but turned fiom and denied the power, they walked buc 
in the oldneſs of the Letter. Yea, the Church of Sard:s (for the 
moſt part ) and the Church of Laod:cea, who had received the 
right order and ordinances, and the true deſcriptions of things, 
and though they were full and rich and wanted nothing, they 
walked but according to the oldnels of the Letter, ard not in 
the ncwnels and power of the Spirit of Lite, Burt alas, how far 
are many ( who pretend to Chriſt in his cay ) trom this ſtate ! 
who never came fo far as t© Walk in the o,dneſs of the Letter, 
from a true underſtanding thereof ; but have only learn«d 2nd 
continued to walk-in the oldneſs of their own apprehenſions and 
concelvings upon the Letter. 

Can theſe, in this ſtate, poſſibly underſtand Truth,or know 
the inward ſpiritual], precious appearances thereof, either in 
their own hearts or 4 ? Surely no. Why {o { Why this is 
the reaſon ; becauſe the meaſure th: appearances of Truth 
(cither in themſelves or others) by their own old apprehention 
and conceivings upon Scriptures concerning Truth, which is not 
the proper m-aſure of it. Now all ſuch are yet in darkneſs, [et 
them pretend what they will, and grow never ſo high in know- 
lerg, exerciſes and experiences after this minner : and ſo the 


belt, zealowſe!t and moſt knowing of them in this ſtate, are but 
blind leaders of the blind, and ( thus going on )) ſhall moſt 
certainly tall into the Ditch of perdition. O that men could 
tec] that which makes rightly ſcnlible,and might lay ir to heart 
' For no man can conteſs Chriſt ( tow then can he receive him 
and walk in him ? ) but by the holy Spirit. 


And 
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And he that knoweth - the Spirit rightly, knowerh not 
Chritt rightly : and he that doth not know him rightly, doth 
not confeſs him rightly : and none can know him rightly, but 
by the revelation of the Father inwardly. The miltery mult be 
opened within, or there is no true knowing. The miſtery of 
deceit is diſcovered within;and the mittery of Life is diſcovered 
within alſo. And though the heart of man ( in t he unregenerate 
cſtate ) is deceitfull above all things, and deſpeartely wickcd, 
and no man of himſelt can ſearch or know:it: yet that js not 
the (tate of the true //7ae/11es whom God hath cleanſed, and 
taught to deny themſelves daily ; but they have boldneſs betore 
that God who hath iearched them, and removed from them 
the iniquities Which he found therein. Yea, whoever witneflerh 
Chritt revealed within, ſhall ind him revealed within for this 
very cnd,to deitroy the works of the Devil there: and he 1s 2 
owerfull Saviour of the Soul from lin, and a powerfull De- 
Ro of the worxs of the Devi] within. 

Now concerning reading the Scriptures, mind this. It ts ſaid 
of the 7ews, that when they read Moſes ( or in reading the Old 
Teſtament ) the vail was upon their heart, which vail is done 
away un Chriſt, 2 Cor. 3.14, 15. O conlider lerioully, is the 
vail done away trom thee ? Dott thou read the Scriptures with 
the unyailed eye ? doſt thou read in the Anointing, in Chrilts 
Spirit, inthe pure heavenly Wiſdom of the divine Birth ? It 
was promiſed of old, that God would take away the face of 
the covering caſt over all people, and the vail ipread over all 
Nations, Doit thou witneſs this Promiſe fulfilled to thee ? doſt 
thou know the difference berween reading the Scriptures 
with the vail on thee, and with the vail off ? Are the Scriptures 
opened and uniocxed to thee by the key of David, fo that 
thou readeſt and under{tandelt them in the Light and Demon- 
ſtration of Gods holy Spirit ; or is thy own underſtanding and 
will at work of it ſelf, in ſearching into the Scriptures ? If the . 
wrong birth, the wrong wiſdom, the wrong underſtandings be 
at work , it can gather but that which will teed and ſtrengrhin 
it ſelf: and if thou beelt not in Chriſt, and doſt not read in 
Chriſt, the yail is not taken away from thee : ( for the vail is 
only done away in him : ) but chou readeſt and walkeſt in the 
oldnels of thy appreheniions upon the Letter, and not in 
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the nexwneſs of the Spirit ; and ſo knoweſt neither the SCrip- 
tures nor the Power of God, what ever thou profeſleſt to men, 
or dreamelt-concernning thy (elf. For it 1s No other indeed : 
Thy knowledge, thy apprehenſions, thy tairh, thy hope, thy 
peace, thy joy ( being out of the compals of the pure living 
Truth, in which the Subitance, the vertue, the kernel of all 
is compriſed and comprehended for cver ) are but as ſo many 
dreams. 

O that men that are any whit tender, and have any ſincere 
delires in them towards the Lo1d, could read that one Scripture 
( Pſal. 43. 3, 4. ) ſenſible and experim-ntally. O ſend our thy 
Light and thy Truth , let them lead me, let them bring me unto 
thy boly Hill, and to thy T abernacles. ( what, did not David 
know how to go to the Hi.l and Tabernacles of God, without 
a particular ſending forth of Light and Truth from God to 
lead him thicher ? ) Then may men go unto the Altar of God 
unte God their exceeding joy, and witneſs his Hill and Houſe 
their dwelling-place, when God by his Light and Fruth, 
ſent forth from him into them, leads them thither. 

The Scriptures are words, whole chiet end drift, and ſervice 
is, to bring men to the Word trom which the Scriptures came. 
And when men are there ; then they are in the Life of the 
Scriptures, and witneſs the fulblling of the Scriptures, even 
the executing of the righteous judgments of God upon that 
ſpirit, mind and nature in them, which is contrary to his image ; 
and the fultilling of the Promiſes and ſure Mercies, which be- 
long to Chriſt the Seed, and to them who are pathered into, 
and abide in Chriſt the Sced. Here's the Covenant, the new 
Covenant, That which is ſaid, or thoſe things which are ſaid 
concerning the Covenant in the Scriptures, arc but deſcriptions 
of the new Covenant : but Chrilt within, the Hope of glory, the 
Spirit within, the Fear within, the Power of Life within, 
breaking down and reigning over the power of lin and death 
( io that the Lord is ſerved in the dominion and power of his 
own Life, in righteouſneſs and holineſs betore him, out of the 
tear of (in and death, all the dayes of our lives ; ſo that capti- 
vity can lead cap'ive nor break the Souls peace no more, nay 
not ſo much as make afraid thole, that Keep theix Habitation 
on Gods holy Mountain ) here ts the Covenant indeed : the 
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ſtrength and vertue whereof is witneſſed inthe Soul, as the 
Soul teels the power of Life revealed init, and is made ſubjet 
by the power to Chriſt who reigns in righteouſneſs, love, 
mercy and Peace, in the hearts of thoſe whom he redeems out 
of the earthly nature aud ſpirit, up to the Mind and Spirit of 
his Father. And here the Pſalms, Hymns and ſpiritual Songs, 
the pure Songs, ( the Song of Aefes, the Song of the Lamb 
are ſung to the Father of Spirits, to the Rede.mer of //-ael, 
which nevcr were ſung, nor can be ſung :n any part of Babylor : 
but all thoſe Songs are but Dreames of the night, which will 
be turned into howling and bitrer Jamentation, when the whore 
( that which hath whored from God, and 1s notin the wildom 
of his Spirit, what ever ſhe may pretend )) 1s ſtripped, and the 
nakedneſs of her Profeſſion and Religion ( with all her Dutic- 
and Ordinances, as ſhe calls them ) made manifeſt. 


Concerning the GOSPEL MINIS TR 4- 
TIN. 


F the Goſpel be not a Miniſtration of Words or Letters : 

but of the Spirit, Life and Power ; and it it was the intent of 
God, that men ſhould not {tick in Word, or Teſtimonies con- 
cerning the things, but come to the thing it ſelf, and live in 
the Sons Life and Power, and feel the Son living in them : Then 
they are greatly miſtak-n, who think to gather a Rule to them- 
ſelves out of the Teſtimonies and Deckuetalach of things in 
the Scriptures, and do not wait upon the Lord to receive the 
Spirit it felf to b:come their Rule, Guide and Way. For theſe 
are allone ; The Truth is the Way, The Truh, which lives 
and abides in the heart (where it 1s received and entertained ) 
1s the Way : the Rule is the Guide. For God 1s ore. There are 
many names, but the thing is one. The Lite, the Power, the 
Wiſdom in the Father, Son and Spirit, ss all one : yea they 
themlelyes are oze, Pertectly one,not art all devided or teparaicd 
but where the Father is, the Son is ; and where the Son 15, rhe 
Spirit 15 ; and where the Spirtt 1s, there 1s both the Father and 
P 2 ti 
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the Son, who tabernacle in man inthe day of the Goſpel. And 
where theſe are, there that 1s which 15to be preferred bef.:re 
all words, which was afore them, and 15 1n Nature, Spirit and 
Glory above them, He thai hath the Sn, hath Lite, even the 
Life Fternal, which the words teſtihe of. He that hath the Son, 
hath kim which is true : and he that 1s in the Son, is in him thar 
is true ; and abiding there, cannot be decerved : but he that ts 
not there, is deceived, ler him apprehend and gather out of the 
Scriptures what he can. O how is God gloritied, and how is 
Redemption and real Salvatiou of the Soul witnelsed in this 
diſpiſed Diſpeniation of Truth, which God hath held forth in 
theſe lattcr dayes ! Bleſſed be the Name of the Lord, who hath 
hid this pure diſpenſacion of Lite from the eye of the prudenr, 
worldly wiſe part in every man, revealing it only to the babiſh 
ſimplicity which is of his. Son, and Which lives w him and 
by him. 


Concerning Chriſt's being manifeſted withont, and 
His being alſo manifeſted withm , and 
how both are owned by them that knaw the 
Truth, 


T is objeRed againit us, who arc called Q:akrrs, That we 
deny Chrift ( and look, not to be ſaved by 1m ) as he was 
manifeſted without us, but lookonly to be ſaved by Chriſt in ns. To 
which this is in my h:art to antwer to ſuch as lingly delirc 
fatisfaftion therein. | 
Wedo indeed expect to be f.rvcil ( ya and not only fo, bur 
do alrcady in our ſeveral meaſures witneſs Saivation ) by the 
revelation and operation of the Lite of Crilt, within us ; yet 
T0t without relation to what he 41d without us. For all that he 
did in that Body of Lich, was of the Father, and had its place 


and 
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and ſervice in the Will and hw, to the Counſel of the 
Father. But the knowledg and beliefe of that, ſince the dayes of 
che Apoſtles, hath been very much held in the unrighteouſnets, 
and in the fe aration from the imvard works of the Power and 
Life of Chrilt in the heart : which, as ſo held, cannot ſave any. 
But whoever feels the Light and Lite of Chriſt revealed in him, 
and comes into union with God there-through ; he feels the 
work of Receneration, of Sanctihicarion, of Jullitcaticn, of 
Lite and Redemption ; and [o comes to reap beneht inwardly, 
and to partake of the bleſled truits of ail thar Chrilt did out- 
wardly, Yea, he that is thus one with Chrilt in the Spirit, can- 
not exclude himſelf, nor is excluded by God from the advantage 
of any thing, nor every thing Chritt did in that body of 
Fleſh. 

This indeed 1s the main thing, to witneſs Salyation wrought 
out in the heart : io witneis the eternal Power and Arm of the 
Lord, laying hold on the Soul to ſave it z and not only Iliying 
hold on it to ſave it. but to witne(s the working out and the 
ettectins of the Salvation, as really inthe Subſtance, as 1ſracl 
of old did in the ſhadow, For as they witnefled Afoſes and 
7oſhu.z outwardly : ſo the true 1ſraelite ( the inward 1/rael:re, 
thc (piritual /ſraclite ) 15 ro witneſs thar which ts the Subltance 
of theie, cventhe Son of God revealed inwardly. Now they 
were no: ſaved outwardly by a bare outward believing, thar 
Moſes and Joſhna were ſent of God to ſave them : but by to!- 
lowing them, in faith and obedience to what from God they 
required. So to the inward //-ael Chriſt is given for a Leader 
and Commander, who appears to the diltrefſed, embondaged 
Soul in / 2 ypr, brings out of Egypr, and ſo leads on towards 
the good Land and into 11, Now, as the Soul tollowes , as the 
S9ul believes in his Appearances, and obeys his voice in the 
holy pure Covenant « t Lite ; {o he works out the Redemprion 
thereof. But as unbeltef and ditobedience gets up, and the 
heart is heardened a any time again{t his Voice and Count], 
and the car open to the temtaptions of the Enemy;the Redemp- 
tion thereby goes backward, and rhe diltrels and captivity re- 
turns again. | his is witn. fled. known and exprrienced by ever, 
true Traveller towards S107. T heretore rhe main thing requilice 
tst0 abide in the ſence of the Redeemers Power, as alſo in 
waiting 
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waiting for his ntdtions and apperances, and 1n the Faith and 
Obedince thereof. For ſin gathers ſtrength and is brought forth 
by letting in and giving oy tothe motions thereot : and ſo 
alſo Holineſs and Righteouſneſs is brought forth and getteth 
ground inthe mind, by hatkening and giving up to the ſtir:ings 
and movings of Gods holy Spirit. Therefore it 1s of great ne- 
celſity to every true Traveller, to come to a right under!tanding 
and diſtinguiſhing of theſe : and then that the heart be kept 
with all diligence, becauſe out of it are the iſſues both of life and 
and death. And moſt happy 1s he, who knows the iſſues of 
death ſtopped and the iſſues of Life opened, and whoſe ſpirit 
is naked and open betore the Lord, for Life to ſpring up in him 
and iſſue ld denagh him at its pleaſure. O it 1> a precious 
{tate to witneſs Captivity led Captive by Lite, ard the power 
of Life reigning over it. And truly, rhere is as real deliverance 
witneſſed inwardly, by thoſe that wait upon the Lord and are 
faithfull ro the leadings of his holy Spirit, as ever there was by 
the 7ews outwardly, in their faithfull following Moſes and 
Zoſhua : and Chrilt is as truly an Healer of his People, in this 
miniſtration of Life to them by his holy Spirit, as ever he was 
an Healzr of Perſons out wardly in the dayes of his Feſh. That 
( with the other Miracles which he wrought then ) was but a 
thadow of what he would work and perform inwardly in the 
day of his Spirit and holy Power : and ſhall he or can he ( to 
thoſe that faithfully wait upon him ) fall ſhort in the one, of 
what he ſhadowed out in Tonka ? Nay ſurely, it was the 1n- 
tent of his heart, and he will not fail to perform it, to ſave 
to the very utmoſt all that come to God by him and abide in 
his holy, pure, righteous, living Covenant. Here is the skill of 
Chrittianity, co abide in him : and here the living Virtue and 
pure Power is felt, which overcometh all, but nothing can 
overcome it ; but Victory, Dominion, Glory, Majeſty and 
Power is ſung unto him, who is King of Saints, who reigns 
in righteouſnels, and who eſtabliſheth Peace and Truth within 
his Borders. 
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A few words concerning the the Principle of 
Truth, What it s, How it may be diſcerned, 
and how it may be purchaſed and poſſeſſed. 


Ueſt. 1. That is the Principle of Truth ? 
Anſw, It is the Light which reproves and makes ſin 
ma:ytelt. Wharſoever doth make manifeſt is Light : Wherefore 
he ſaich, Awake thou that ſleepeſt, ariſe from the dead, &c. Eph. 
F. 13. 14 Theres no other way of awaking out of ſleep and 
ariſing from the the dad, bur by the Light which makes ſin 
manitelt. And, O how pretious is that Light ' 

Quelt. 2. How may the Principle of Truth be diſcerned ? 

Anſw. By its piercing, quickning nature, which diſcovereth 
it ſelf in its appearances and operations. For it appears and 
works, not like mans reaſon, or like motions of his mind which 
he takes into his underitanding part : but it appears and works 
livingly, powerfully and effectually in the heart. 

Mans reaſon is corrupt, dark, impure ſince the fall; and in 
the hand and under the power of the wicsed one. Its nature is 
to hide and cover (in, not to diſcover it. Now the Light of 
the Law which diſcovers ſin, arifeth not hence. Whocan bring 
the clean pure light of the Law, vut of the unclean, impure Rea- 
ſon of man ? The Light indeed may ſhine in the Darkneſs , but 
it is no part of it, but of another nature and deſcent. It is 
from Gods Spirit, and piven to man in his love unto him, to 
lead him out of his dark wayes and ſpirit, into the pure Spi- 
rit and way of Holineſs, For the Light which di:covers lin, 
is all holy and pure, 1i:e the Fountain from whence ic comes. 
Now a man that is acquainted both with Reaſon and 
with this Light, he can diftenguiſh the Nature and opera- 
tions of both. For there is a great difftercnce between 
TRUTH keld in the Reaſoning part, and TRUTH 
held in its own Principle. It is very powertul in the one : 
it effeceth little in che other. In the pure quickenings of 
Life 
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Life this diſtin&tion is perceived and alſo held, Therefore 
our advice is to all men, to retire trom all mortality, that th 
may come to fee] the Spring of Life 1n themſelves (and ſome- 
thing ſpringing therefrom into them to quicaen them ) and to 
wait to have their underſtandings opened and kept open by 
that ; that ſo they may receive, retain, and not a,ain loſe the 
capacity of underſtanding the things of God» Kingdom, 

Quelt. 3 How may this Principle ( Seca or Pearl ) be purchaſe 
ed and poſſeſſed * 

eAſw. By dying to a mans own wildom and will. There is 
not an»ther way. tor the Light is wholly contrary to man, as 
he ſtands, in the alienation from God. Ir croleth his ſpirit, his 
thoughts, his delires, his knowled:'e, his reaſon, his underitand- 
ing ; even all that is of hinſelf, He mult rheretore con ult with 
none of theſe, but prefer the little, pure Demonlt-auon of rhe 
Light of Chriſts Spirit above all rhele, and {tad inthe parting 
with and loſs of them all for ever. O this is an hard faying,vho 
can bear it ? Surely none but thoſe that are taught and icarn of 
the, Father, can thus come to give up to and tollow the Light of 
the Son. 

The Law of the Lord is perfest, converting ( or reſtoring ) 
the Sou! (Pſal, 19. 7. ) What Law was this, or what Law is 
this ? Was it the Law of workes inthe hand of Aoſes ? or 15 1t 
the Law of Faith in the hand of Chriſt ? Doth not Chrilt en- 
lighten every man that come.h into the World ? Would not 
God have all men to be ſaved ? and doth he not give to all, a 
proportion of the true Light whereby they may bc Javed ? And 
it is not the property of this Light to conve1t to God ? Can any 
man receive this and be united to this, and it not change his na- 
ture : ſo that he muſt needs have a new nature, and from that 
new nature do that naturally which the jews by all their cndea- 
vours With-out this, could never do ? 

Can any thing convert fallen man to God, but Chriſt ? hath 
any thing power to convert to God, but his pure Law of Lite ? 
Can Chrilt and his Light be ſeprated ? Can any man receive 
his Light and be united thereto, and nut receive him ? O that 
mens hearts and under{tandings were opened by the Spirit and 
Power of the Lord ! For this is a direct riddle to at men, who 
bave not Gods Heifer wo Plow with, to underſtand it by. 
And 
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And ſo for want of a true KF 2 AR it is deſpiſed and re- 
jected among the Builders : bur with us 1t is elect and precious, 
choſen of God, and precious in the eye of our Souls. 

Now this d th not exclude or make veid any thing, that 
Chriſt did in his B..dy of Fleth here on Earth, or that he doth 
in Heaven for his : but this brings unto a Right, and into a 
Poſſeſſion and Enjoyment of his Pur. haſe. For all that are in 
© the Darkneſs, and walk in the Darkneſs, have no:hing :o do 
with Chriſt in truth and reality, what ever they may profeſs, 
and wha: hopes ſever they may feed themſelves with : but all 
that are in any meaſure of hi; Light, and walk therein, they 
are ſo far of him, and have a right to and ſhare in all that he did 
in and from the ſame Light and Spirit. 

And this I dare poſitively hold forth as a ſtanding Truth, 
which hath been Gala unto me by conſtant experience : that 
no man can fall in with,and obey the Light wherewith he is en- 
lighrened, but he muſt ge * himſelt, and take up a Croſs to his 
own wiſdom and will, which Croſs is the Crofts of Chriſt, 
which is the Power of God to the Salvation of the Soul. And 
he that takes it up daily and wai:s upon the Lord therein, ſhall 
witne(s the power of the Lord Jelus Chritt to the redemption 
of his Soul : ye then he ſhall be able in true underſtandings to 
ſay, This is Light indeed, Life indeed, Power indeed. That 
powerfull Arm which hath ſaved me from Sin, and breaks the 
Snares, Devices and Strength of the Enemy before me 
(delivering me daily when none elſe can, and when my own 
{trength and wiſdom is as nothing )I cannot but call Chrit, 
the living Power and Wiſdom of God revealed in me, who will 
not give his glory to another. For he is the Lord God of pure 
Power and Life for evermore ; and beſide him there is no ſuch 


Saviour. Yea, bleſſed be the Name of the Lord for eyer, 
the dayes of mourning after Salvation are over with many, 
and the dayes of reaping and enjoying Salvation are come, 
which thafl 

Amen. 


endure with the Jſrael of God for evermore, 
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An Incitation to Profeſſors ſeriouſly to conſider, 


IWhether they or we fail,in the true acknowledy- 
ment and owning of the Chriſt which died 
at Jeruſalem. 


SVG who are commonly called Quakers, being a People 
whom the Lord hath gathered (out of the wandrings, 
out of the many Profeſſions, out of the ſeveral ſcattered eſtates 
and conditions, wherein his Eye pitiicd us, and his love found 
us out ) into a meaſure of the eternal reſt ; where we have 
found that Life, that Power, that Manifeitation of the Etcrnal 
Spirits and that redeeming Virtue, which we never were before 
diſtinly acquainted wich ; 1 ſay, having taſted of this, have- 
ing known this, having felt this, and come to a real enjoyment 
of it, in ſome depree, in our ſeveral meaſures ; we could not 
poſſibly conceal this Treaſure, but in bowels of Jove ( and in 
the movings of the Lite and Power of rhe Spirit ) have been 
drawn to teſtifie of it tothem who were lett behind, groveling 
under the burthen of corruption, and crying out becauſe of the 
lin and bondage trom the powers of darkneſs, who hath in a 
miſt withheld their ces from b holding that living Virtue, 
which is able to ſave ( and doth fave, blefled be his Name ) 
therefrom. 

Now this we have often found That this our Teſtimony hath 
aot becn received inthe ſame Spirit and Love, wherein it hath 
gone forth , but the Enemy ( by his ſubtilty ) hath raiſed vp 
xaloſies concerning us, and prejudices againſt us, as it we deny- 
cd the Scr.ptures and Ordinances of God, and that Chr:ſt that 
died at feruſalem, profeſſing him only in words ( to Win upon 
others by ) but denying him: in :cal.ity and fubltance. 

To cleare this latter, ( for my heart is only at this preſent 
drawn out concerning that ) we have ſolemnly profeſſed in 
the (ght of the Lord God ( who hath given us the knowledge 
of its -0n it) Life and Power ) the.e two things. 

:r3f, Tha: we do zeally in our hearts own that Chriſt, who

came in the falneſs of time, in +, 1 ared Body to do the 

Fathers Will ( hs coming into the World, Doctrine, Miracles, 

Sutfer ings, Death, Reiurrection, cc. ) in piainneſs and ſim- 

pitciry of heart, according as 1t is expreſled in the Letter of 
the Scriptures. 

Secondly, That we own no other Chriſt then that, nor hold 
forth no other -thing for Chriſt, but him who then appeared 
and was made maniteſt in fleth. 

Now it would be nakedly inquired into by Profeſſors, What 
is the reaſon that their j.aloulies {till remain concerning us, and 
why they are {till ſo ready to caſt this upon us ? Certainly if 
they did know and own the fame thing with us, ( 1n the Spirit, 
and in the Power, in the Lite, and in the Love which is of the 
Truth ) this prejudice, and theſe hard thoughts could not re- 
matin. But if they themſ-lves do not know Chriſt inthe Spirit 
( but only according to a relation of the Letter ) no marvel 
though they mils both of the Syirir, and of rhe true intent and 
meaning of the Letter, and Likewiſe be liable to clafh againſt 
the Truth, as it is made manifelt in others. 

And indeed the Lord hath ſhewen me in Spirit ſeveral times, 
that they th-mſelves arc guilty of that very charge ( and that 
he will ſo unplead i hem at his Judgment Seat ) which they cat 
upon us, even of denying that Chriſt which died at Jeruſalem, 
ro be the Chriſt, For he that owneth the words of Scripture, as 
he apprehends or conceives them in the reaſonings of his mind, 
and doth rot wait to have them revealed in the Spirit, keeping 
out of his own reaſonings and concetvings, and Waiting 
patiently ill the Lord open the thing in the Speree ; he ſetteth 
_ own conceivings, or an [mage in his mind of the mind of 
the Spire, but milſeth of the thing it ſelf, which alone is known 
in the Sprr:', by them who wait upon the Sprrie there to receive 
it, and are not haſty to ſet up their own reaſonings 
and imaginations concerning the thing in the mean 
time, 

No man can in Truth call Jeſus the Lord, but by the Spirit. 
Bur any man, that is any thing ſeriovs, and weighs the Sctip- 
tures inthe natural part, wy {0 tearnto acknowledge his com» 
'ng into the World, and that he1s Lord and King, cc. and 
may thus call him Lord, yea, and kindle a great hear in his 
u/ Q 2 attetions 
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affections towards him ; bur all this ( out of the Life, out of 
the Spirit ) is but mans Image, which he ſorms in his mind, 
in his reading the Scriptures, and obſerving things therefrom. 
But the true calling Jeſus Lord, 15s from the feeling of his 
eternal Virtue in the Spirit, and finding the Scriptures opencd 
to him by the Spirit, in a Principle which is aboye the Reaſon, 
—_— the Reaſon, and confounds and brings it to 
nothing. 

ms. There is no true Knowledge of Chriſt , no living 
Knowledge, no ſaving Knowledge which hath the erernal] 
Virtue in it ; bur that which is received and retained in a mea- 
ſure of Light given by God to the Crcature, in the Faith which 
is the Gift, in the Grace which is ſupernatural and ſpiritual, 
whereas the reſoning part is but Natura]. And ſuch as have 
received the Spiritual underſtanding, know it to be diſtin& from 
the Natural ; and we experimentally find a very clear diſtin- 
tion, between Scriptures ſearched out by the reaſonings of 
the mind, ( and ſo practiſes drawn therefrom) and Scriptures 
opened by the Spirit, and felt in the Life. | 

Now that Profeſſors generally have not received their 
knowledge of Chriſt from the Spirit, or from Scriptures open- 
ed it the Spirit ( and ſo know not the thing, but only ſuch a re- 
lation of the thing, as mans reaſoning part may drink in from 
the I.ctter of the Scriptures ) is manifeſt by this, In that they 
are not able in Spirit and Underitandind to diſtinguiſh the thing 
it ſelf, from the Garment wherewith it was cloathed, though 
the Scriptures be _ expreſs therein, Speak of Chriſt accord- 
ing to a Relation of the Letter, there they can ſay ſomewhat : 
but come to the Subſtance, come to the Spirit of the thing, come 
ro the thing it ſelf; there they ſtutter and ſtammer, and'ſhew 
plainly that they know not what it is. 

Now the Scriptures do exprelly diſtinguiſh between Chrift 
and the Garment which he wore ; between him that came, and 
the Body in which he came ; betwecn the Subſtance which was 
vatled, and the Vail which vailed it. Lo I come ; a body haſt thou 
prepared me. There is plainly He, and the Body in which he 
came. T here was the outward Veſlel, and the inward Life. 
This we certainly know, and can never call the bodily Garment 
Chriſt, but that which appeared and dwelt in the —_ 
ow 
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Now if ye indeed know the Chriſt of God, tell us plainly whit 
that is Which appeared in the Body ? whether that was not 
the Chriſt before it took up the Body, after it took up the Body, 
and for eyer ? 

And then their confining of Chriſt to that Body, plainly 
maniteſteth that they want the knowledge of him in Spirit. For 
Ciriſt is the Son of the Father, he is the infinite eternal Being, 
one with the Father, and with the Spirit, and cannot be divided 
from either ; cannot be any where, where they are not ; nur 
can be excluded from any place where they are. He may take 
up a Body and appear 1n it, but cannot be confined to be no 
where elſe but there, no not at the very time while he is there. 
Chriſt, while he was here on Earth, yet was not excluded from 
being in Heaven with the Father at the very ſame time, as he 
birnfelf ſaid concerning himſelf, The Son of Man wrich 15 in 
Heaven, john 3. 13. Nor was the Father excluded trom being 
with him in the Body, but the Father was in him, and he in the 
Father, whereupen he {aid to Philip, He that hath ſeen me, hath 
ſeen the Father. Whar, did every one that ſaw that Body, {ee 
the Father a'ſo ? Nay not fo, but he that ſaw Chriſt the Son 
of the livins God, whom fleſh and blood revealed not, 
but the Father only ( Jar, 16. 16, 17.) he ſaw the 
Father allo. 

O Frinds, look to your knowledge of Chriſt, and to your 
Faith and Knowledge of the Scriptures, and to your Prayers 
alſo ; for it is ealie milling of the living ſubſtance in all theſe, 
and meeting with a ſhaddow, which may pleaſe and make a 
great ſhew in the earthly part, inthe natural underſtanding and 
affections, bur ſatiſherh not the Soul, or that which is born after 
zhe Spirit, but ſtil] the cry there goes out (where the Soul is 
awakned ) after Truth, Subſtance, Life, Virtue, from Gods 
Spirit in the Spirit, which it alone can feed upon. 

T heſ(e four things following, I am certain of, which he that 
_ into the true Light, ſhall infallibly experience them 
thcre, 

Fry/t, That nothing can ſave but the knowledge of Chriſt, 
even of that very Chriit and no other, who took upon him the 
prepared Body, and offered it np at Feruſalem. - 

Secondly, That no Knowledge of Chrift can ſave, but the 
living 
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living Knowledge, Not a knowledge of him after, the Letter, 
(which the carnal part may get mvch of, and value it ſe}; mach 
by ) bur a knowledge of him in the Spirit ; which is only given 
t» that which is begotten and born of the Spirit, and only re 
tained by rhat which abides and rema.ns in the Sprrie, and runs 
not out into the fleſhly reaſonings, imaginings and conceyjngs, 
abour the things mentioned in the Scriptures, 

Thirdly, That that man who knoweth not. Chriſt in Sp;y'r, 
nor keepeth cloſe to him m Speyer ; but ( hrough darkneſs and 
miſguidance of the ſpirit of deceit ) call-d the ſhinings of his 
Light ( his reproots, his ch-cks for that wh ch is evil, and his 
ſecrer motions to that which is good ) natural ; This man, 
though he ſcem to own Chriſt never ſo much according to the 
Letter, yet in Truth denies him. 

Fourthly, He that denies Chriſt, ( 1n his knockings and vilita- 
tions of him in his own heart, and betore men in the Truths 
which he holds forth by his Servants and Minilters of his Spirse 
him will he deny before his Father in Heaven. 

O, I beſeech you, do not trifle about thele things ( for they 
areexcecding weighty) leſt ye periſh from the way ; for miſſing 
of the Saviour, ye maſt needs allo miſs of the Salvation. O that 
ye knew your ſtate, as God knows it to be, and as it is certain- 
ly known and felt in the meaſure of his Lite and holy Spir:r, by 
thoſe whom God hath gathered together, and whole eyes he 
hath opened, and prelerveth open there, Glory be ro his Name 
therefore : Tea. Glory, Glory, Glory, and everlaſting Praiſes be 
ſung to him throughout all the holy Land, ye in the very hetghrs 
of Sron, by the Souls of the Redeemed, from henceforth, and for 

vermore, Amen : whoſe Mercy, Love, Grace, Wiſdom, Power 
ad rich Goodneſs remainerh and endurcth for ever ; by and i# 
which the Redeemed live to his Praiſe, who bave overcome by the 
Blood of t';e Lamb, whoſe Blood they know what tt 15 ; and none 
elſe hntowerh it, but they who feel the ſprink/ing and virtue of tt. 
Toithis ts our (30d, we have warted for him ; and how can we but 
be glad, aid rejoyce m his Salvatin! O lit all that live by the 
briath of thy Power, and drinkof thy Streams, ſing praiſe nnto 
Thee, and exatt tiry great and wonderful Name for ever and 


ever.

Yea we 
know him to be our God and cannot bur trult him, having 
found him to be faithfull ro us hitherto, and knowins his 
na: ure to be ſuch, thar he cannot but continue his loving-kind- 
nc and faichtulneſs, to all who are gathered by him 1n to his 
holy, inward, ſpi: irual Covenant of Life and Peace, and who 
dwells with him therein. Andnunly we are fully ſatisfied and 
at reſt in him, and cannot delve another, then he who hath re- 
deemed our Souls from death, given us Life, brought us out of 
the Pic whercin Was no water, into a large place, ſet our feet 
upon a rocx ( a rock indeed ) and eftablitheth our goings in the 
path of holynels, working all our works in us and for us, by 
hi: Spirit and Power. Yea, we have the Witneſs in our hearts, 
even the Witneſs which never erred nor can deceive, which 
tcitiferh to and With our ſpirics,our Son{hip : ſo that we do not 
imayine our ſelves ſon> trom apprehenitons upon Scriptures, 
but vie feel our ſelves {ons in the true ſenlibleneſs, and know 
who Dav:d is, and reap and inherit the ſure mercies of David 
daily, O bleſſed be our t ather, O bleſſed for.cqer he the Father of 
Life, wha feeds, who nouriſhes, who Waters, Who xefreſhes (with 
tlc Bread of Life and with che puge living water ) his Lambs,

his Babes, his plants, his tender ones, of whom he is daily tender, 
and wha are daily render of his Name andHonour, And if any man 
preach another God, then he who creates anew 17 the true Light, 
and therein puts forth his arm of Salvation;Death,and Deſtruction 
and the Cw ſe, are his portion from the hand of the Lord.

Concluſion. 


Lorious was the Eſtate of the Church, before the Apo-' 


ſtacy, for Purity of Doitrine, for holy Order and Diſ- 
cipline, for Love to God, one to another, and to all 
men ( even of Enemies ) for Faith mm God, for the 
Preſence and Power of his Spirit among them ( inſomuch as the 
unbeliever coming among them, might find his heart and ſtate 
reached to, and be forced to confeſs and report that God was in 
them of a truth) for ſingleneſs and uprightneſſe of Heart, meek- 
neſs and innocency of Spirit and Converſation, for z.cal for God 
and his Truth, ſuffering the ſpoiling of thetr Goods, Impriſon- 
ments, Stripes, and many other wayes, both from the Heathen, 
ard alſo from the profeſſing jews, who had been the Church once. 
O what ſhall 1 ſay concerning the beauty and age of that 
State ! Te that would k:iow it, O wait to feel it in that, which 
giveth the true ſence of it. 
But over this _ State, came a dark, thick, = 
_ wherein the Kernel was loſt, and the Shell defaced ; 
wherein the Houſe, which had been ſwept and garniſhed, be- 


came again recovered and poſſeſſed by the wicked ſpirit. eAnd 


how great hath this darkneſs been ! O what a kvid of Church 
hath appeared in the World , wherein the ſpirit of Enmity 
hath dwelt and afted 61: men, under the N ame of Chriſtianity ! 
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So that inſlead of loving and ſceking the good of Enemies, they 
are ready torend and tear one another for every little diffe- 
rence, and will be Lords over mens Faith, requiring wen to 
Prattice' things in Religeon, before the Spirit of the Lord teach= 
eth them ſo to do, which the eApoſiles did not. For though they 
had from God the expreſs knowledge of what was Truth, and 
could certainly inſtruth and build men np therein ; yet they were 
net Lords over mens Faith , but if men were otherwiſe minded 
then according to what they knew and taught, they could wait 
and bear with them, bidding them walk, ſo far as they 
had at tained, and God in his due time would yeyeal the reſb 
alſo. O that men were come to this Spirit again - Then they 
would be Chriſtians indeed, and then they might be kyown to 
be Chriſts Diſciples, by their loving the Brethren and fellow- 
Diſciples. But without this love, mens Religion 1s but as a 
rinkling Crmbal, making a noiſe and ſound of ſomewhat, but not 
having the true Nature or Virtuc of Religion in it, 

Now wull it not be a glorious Day, when the Spirit of the 
Lord cleanſerh away this thick, darkneſs, aud cauſeth the Light 
of his pure Truth to ariſe and appear again ? Why there 3s ſuch 
a Day to be, wherein the true Church ( which was reproached 
ptir's Sorts into the Wilderneſs) is to come out of the Wilderneſs 
again, and her Witneſſes ſtand on their ſeet again, and her Seed 
ro ſpring up in the Power of Life, following the Lamb, who 
marcherh on fighting with the Swordof the Spirit ( the words 
of bis mouth ) conquering and to conqenur thereby the corrupted 
Antichriſtian World, even as he did at firſt the corrupt Heathen- 
ih World. The Lord wil purifie his Temple, and cleanſe 
the World, by the Plagues of bis Angels which he bath 
prepared, — way for the beauty of his Truth, and the 
Church of his ova ; wherein he will bring forth us 
Rigbreouſneſs, wherein his Power ſhall appear, wherewm his Pre- 
ſence ſhall be made manifeſt, wherein that which ſhined before un 
the Primitve Church, ſhall ſhine again in this new-reared Build- 
ing of his, inſomuch as men ſhall be forced to ſay, This 1s the 
Church of Chriſt indeed, God is here of a truth ; This is the 
Goſple-Jernſalem indeed, which 13 built upon the holy Hil 
of So, in which Innocency, Righteouſneſle, Truth, I.ove, 
Swectneſle, Peaceableneſſc, and rhe gentle Nature and Spirit 
R of 
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ofthe Lamb lives and reigns ; and the Lord bleſs thee, O 
Habi ation of Juſtice, and Mountain of Holineſs. 

Now of a truth this Work is begun. The times of refreſh- 
ment are come from the Preſence of the Lord. The Lord hath 
beard from Heaven, pittying the cries of his Seed, and hati 
viſited their Souls, cauſing the Light of Life ( even the. pure 
Laght of the everlaſting Covenant ) to ſhine upon their T abernacles. 
Bur whoever would know theſe things, and partake of them, 
muſt come in at the Door, by the Guidance of the Spirit, through 
the Light which is with him, And he that wonld enjoy the full 
Light ( even the ſhinings forth of the Sun at noon day ) muſt 
brgin with us glummerings, even that in the heart, which 
diſcovereth and draweth out of the corrupt = of the World, 
towards the Fatier. O hear and live. Do not diſpute about it, but 
wat to feel ut , upon the fecling of it, deſpiſing the ſhame, and 
rtking up, and enduring the Croſs, and ſo bearing the reproach 
ant ſuffermgs of Chrit i thy Age and Generation. And as 
thou obeyeſt, thou ſhalt know of uts Dectrine , but out of the pure 
Faith and Obedience, there 35 no true, ſound, deep-rooted know- 
ledge ; but all of that kind muſt be parted with, for the knowledge 
which-is of the Faith, and which is made mamfeſt and increaſed 
in the Obedience; which knowledge is of a far more excellent 
Kind and Nature. Then that which thou art to part with for 
it. The Lord guide thy Mind, and ſtretch forth bis Hand to hel 
thee, who ſrom the leaſt touch cf a true Nature and Spyrit, defies 
after the pure Truth and Way of eternal Life. Amen.
